A Neighborhood Problem

have filed an injunction stopping us 
from using our own property. 

Where is this going to stop, if they 
are successful? If we have to stop riding 
our motorcycles on our own property, 
doesn’t that mean that individuals can 
file an injunction to stop a tractor, hay 
baler, chain saw, a car from using an 
adjoining driveway, raising horses, cattle 
or even kids because it annoys them? To 
the best of my knowledge, motorcycles 
have not been declared a legal nuisance. 
If those people are successful in their 
attempt to void our constitutional right 
to the enjoyment of our own land, what 
comes next and where will it come 
from? 


The complaint states that we cannot 
race motorcycles. We have never held a 
racé here, nor do we intend to. The 
track we built is approximately 100’ x 
200’, and has a jump in the center. It is 
used as a place to practice for our two 
sons, ages 13 and 15. 

Their pleasure is restricted as to the 
time they may ride, which is between 
11:00 a.m. and 7:00 p.m. Also, they 
must water the track down after each 
ten minutes of riding, or whenever the 











dust rises too high. At no time are they 
permitted to ride for more than ten 
minutes, then they must rest for ten 
minutes. These rules were designed for 
our surrounding neighbors. May I also 
say that our closest neighbor 15 
approximately 150 feet from the edge 
of the motorcycle track, which is a 
vacant house. 

We can use some support from our 
fellow riders and friends!

TRUISM OF THE WEEK: The owner's 

: manual for the Yamaha MX 250 and 
360 and SC 500 has this bit of sage 
advice for the purchaser: "Whether you 
will win a race or not depend (sic) on 
your driving skill and your machine (sic) 
performance. It will not be easy for you 
to snatch a victory in any race, because 
the performance of your machine will 
be affected to a large extent by 
conditions of the racing course, weather 
and the like." We always knew that you 
couldn't win ‘ет all, but to say that you 
can't win any seems a little harsh. 


SELECTED MEMBERSHIP. The Safety 
Helmet Council of America says you 
may qualify for the “Saved-by-the- 
Helmet" club if a safety helmet has kept 
you from serious injury or death. One 
problem in determining qualifications, 
seems to us, is how do you tell whether 
it could have been “serious injury or 
death" if you weren't wearing a helmet? 


Following in the footsteps of the Mint 
400, the National road race scheduled 
for Texas World Speedway on May 5 
has been called off as have all 
motorsports at the facility “until the 
end of the energy crisis.” If that’s the 
criteria, it means that there will never be 
any more racing there. Scratch another 
one and hope that the number of events 
we lose is minimal. 


The 24-hour car race usually held at 
Daytona about this time of the year has 
been postponed. The reason given was 
that some of the cars aren’t ready, but 
the gas situation was also mentioned. 
The race may be shortened to save gas. 
With our Daytona just about 10 weeks 
off, and gas rationing likely to appear 
about the same time, we wonder what is 
going to happen. 


A friend from "Dirt Rider" magazine 
was heard to comment that the ranks of 
American citizenry should swell 
considerably if they don't have any GP's 
in Europe next year. 


Sure is hard to find Pennzoil 2-cycle oil, 
unfortunately. Seems some magazine 
decided, without proper testing 
procedures, that they didn't like it. The 
result has been that dealers aren't prone 
to carry it. Then, almost by accident, 
we ran some of their two-stroke oil and 
liked it just fine. Now we can't get it 
when we ask for it. Also worthy of 
notes is that Pennzoil is concentrating 
their racing support behind bikes and 
emphasizing bike racing next year over 
car racing. We'd buy a case if we could 
find somebody who stocked it. 





The high cost of everything has finally 
gotten to  Saddleback and OCIR 
motocross racing facilities where the 
price of admission for racers will rise to 
$2. It's nothing to kick about; the price 
is hardly outrageous and you can 
understand their position. There will 
probably be a general price upping 
during the year. 


The gas crisis has brought a ban on 
motorsports in Ireland, 


The Yamaha monoshock suspension 
could very well be standard on their 
1975 production motocrossers. 


A monoshock frame is also likely to 
appear at Daytona on one or more of 
Yamaha’s 700cc road racers,

Honda won't be road racing in 1974. 
They will continue to support a 
motocross team and analyze the 
Pavement situation. In 1975, providing 
things go well, they will field a road 
racing team and perhaps even a 
concerted bid for the AMA Number One 
plate with dirt track racing, too. 


The question now seems to be whether 
or not little religious statues that glow 
in the dark on the handlebars of 
motocrossers is going to catch on. 


We stopped at our local dealer recently 
and were told about the new Richard M. 
Nixon Foul Weather Jacket. It comes in 
red, white, and blue with a yellow stripe 
down the back and you wear it when 
the climate gets threatening.

AMA dues 
reduced! 


WESTERVILLE, OHIO, DEC. 17 

The American Motorcycle 
Association today announced a 
revised 1974 program, including a 
graduated membership plan at a 
reduced dues structure. Effective 
January 1, 1974, motorcyclists 
will have their choice of a $10 
Competition membership, an $8 
Enthusiast membership, or a $6 
Associate membership, depending upon 
their motorcycling interests. 

Acting Executive Director Ed 
Youngblood described the new program 
as a response to the desires of the 
membership, as expressed in the recent 
AMA report survey, and as an effort to 
structure the AMA to better serve the 
average rider. 

The $10 Competition membership 
will entitle its holder to compete in any 
of the 7000 amateur, semi-pro or road 
rider events sanctioned annually by the 
AMA. 

The $8 Enthusiast membership is 
designed for the road rider and casual 
trail rider, who finds the greatest threat 
to his sport in the area of adverse 
legislation. The Enthusiast will be 
entitled to participate in all AMA 
sanctioned road rider events, while his 
membership will be aimed at 
confronting such problems as no-fault 
insurance and land closure. 

To maintain the AMA’s position as a 
family association in a family sport, an 
Associate membership will be available 
to the spouse and children 16 and under 
of Competition or Enthusiast members. 
Associate members will be eligible to 
enter road rider events as riders or 
passengers. 

All members will receive a card, pin, 
and sticker and will continue to receive 
“АМА Report", the monthly 
association newsletter. 

Each members will be covered by a 
death and dismemberment insurance 
benefit of up to $2,000 in effect while 
operating, sitting on, or alighting from a 
motorcycle anywhere in the world 24 
hours per day. The only exception 
would be if the member were competing 
in a racing event not sanctioned by the 
AMA 


Youngblood noted that a revision of 
insurance policies opened the door to 
the new-style membership. He said, 
“Non-racing members will no longer feel 
that they are subsidizing the medical 
insurance program for competition 
riders. Instead; they will support, as a 
reduced fee, AMA activities which most 
directly benefit them.” 

On the subject of medical insurance, 
Youngblood noted that response to the 
availability of medical benefits had been 
generally good, but there was 
considerable resistance to the 
mandatory nature of the program. Thus, 
as of January 1, 1974, there will no 
longer be medical coverage for amateur 
competition provided as a benefit of 
AMA membership. 

Youngblood explains, “In addition 
to the objections to a mandatory 
program, losses incurred by the carriers 
made them unwilling to renew the 1973 
program on the same basis. A 
continuation of the program would have 
called for another dues increase, and 
this we certainly could not consider." 

Thus, for 1974, medical coverage for 
competing members will be available 
through AMA, but at the option of 
promoting clubs. x

Top competitor, race tuner, promoter, inventor, journalist and tireless 
champion of the sport; Bill Pliers has been all of these things over the past 
60 years. Perhaps more than any other individual he embodies the true 
spirit of two-wheeled sport. He thus richly deserves the title, Grand Old 
Man of Motorcycling. 

CYCLE NEWS talked with Pliers recently on the occasion of his 75th 


birthday. The interview took 


place at his new home atop Mt. Axlethrash, 


in Speedburg, Ohio, for many years the site of a National Championship 


hillclimb. 


CN: You certainly have a pleasant 
home here, Mr. Pliers...though it must 
get rather hectic up here on race days. 
Pliers: Well yes, it does get pretty wild. 
During the last National we lost two 
windows and some siding when a couple 
of the boys failed to shut down as they 
topped the hill. Fortunately they only 
sanction one meet here each year. 

CN: Didn’t you compete here yourself, 
years ago? 

Pliers: Sure did — three times National 
Champ during the Twenties. I was a 
slant-slamming fool in those days! 

CN: Tell us about some of your other 
competition experiences. You did a lot 
of flattracking didn’t you? Both 
half-mile and mile? 

Pliers: Yes, I did, but that was never 
my strong suit. As you probably know, 
I was runner-up in the overall point 
standings five different years, yet I 
never took the championship outright. 
The thing was, I could never really get 
the hang of turning left. Now if they’d 
run those races clockwise, I’d have 
cleaned up! Ah well always a 
bridesmaid. 

CN: What about Speedway? Weren't 
you in England when the Milne brothers 
were going strong? 

Pliers: That's right, though at the time I 
was mostly earning my keep as a tuner. 
We had some good times over there, for 
sure. I took to bumming around with 
another tuner, Britisher name of 
Tommy Whitworth. Everyone called 
him "Stripper." Damn good man with a 
wrench he was too, except for one 
thing. 

CN: Oh? What was that? 

Pliers: Couldn't keep track of his tools. 
Poor devil was all the time losing 
something. I recall the time he 
misplaced his feeler gauges while 
sharpening up a bike between heats. 
Turns out he left ‘em resting on the 
engine cases or something. During the 
next race they slid off and got caught 
between the drive chain and 


countershaft sprocket. Needless to say, 
the bike stopped in a hurry; and that 
sprocket, well, it had less teeth than a 
Civil War honor guard. Funny thing, it 
didn’t hurt the feelers a bit. 

CN: Stripper Whitworth...the name 
sounds familiar. Didn’t you collaborate 
with him on a book in later years? 
Pliers: Yep. Got a copy of it right here. 
Retard Your Timing At 70 MPH, by 
Pliers and Whitworth. It’s a manual for 
making repairs and adjustments on a 
moving motorcycle. It wasn’t what 
you'd call a screaming success. In fact 
I'm surprised you've even heard of it — 
only sold nine copies, and two of those 
went to my mother. Worst part of it 
was, old Stripper nearly killed himself 
doing research for that book. Me, I did 
the writing. 

CN: You were quite a boardtrack star 
also, weren't you? 

Pliers: Well, 1 guess I managed to hold 
my own. The privateer situation back 
then was much like it is now; 
shoestringers had to be mighty sharp to 
make a dent in the factory domination. 
I was offered a works ride several times, 
but I just had too many things going at 
the time to give it my full attention. 
The boards never really appealed to me 
anyway. 

CN: Why was that? 

Pliers: Slivers. You come off at say 80 
per on those boards and you're going to 
collect enough lumber in your hide to 
build a five room house with garage. I've 
still got slivers I picked up 45 years ago. 
CN: You said something about having 
too many things going to concentrate 
on your competition. What did you 
mean? 

Pliers: Selling motorcycles and doing 
stunt work, mostly. I had an Indian 
franchise at the time and I came up with 
the idea of selling Indians to Indians. 
CN: Somewhere in the western states? 
Pliers: No. Bombay. Never came to 
much, though. Those people didn’t 
seem to appreciate the significance of 


the name. By golly, I lost a bundle on 
that little scheme. 

N: What about the stunt work? Did 
you ever work with Putt Mossman? 
Pliers: Oh, I knew Putt well. In fact he 
once tuned for me. 

CN: Your stunt bikes? 

Pliers: No. My piano; he was a man of 
many talents you know. | never 
travelled with Mossman, but Speedy 
Babbs and I went around in the same 
circles for years. Times were lean in the 
30’s, and motor drome was good for 
some bucks in you had talent. 

CN: Didn’t you also make some 
coast-to-coast record attempts around 
that time? 

Pliers: Yes I did. In fact, I held the New 
York-to-Los Angeles record, but not for 
long. A guy by the name of Donald N. 
Findley — usually went by his initials, 
D.N.F. — he broke my record by 14 
seconds just three days after I had set it. 
CN: That must have been quite a 
disappointment. 

Pliers: Well, yes it was. Of course I 
immediately made plans to reclaim the 
record, I had special fuel tanks made 
which allowed me to carry 150 gallons 
of gas on my Henderson. Had a case of 
oil along too; I was determined to make 
the entire run without stopping. The 
only problem was food. Finally, I just 
taped eight dozen Hershey bars all over 
my leathers, inside and out. I figured 
they would work as insulation to keep 
me warm at night, and I could eat ‘em 
as I went along. For liquid nourishment, 
I strapped a pony keg full of Dad’s root 
beer to the front fender and ran a piece 
of tubing up to the handlebars. 

CN: And did you recapture the record? 
Pliers: No, I’m afraid not. It was the 
candy bars that did me in. | took off in 
the evening and made good time all 
night, but when the sun came up I knew 
I was in trouble. All that chocolate — 
Га only eaten about 20 by then — 
started melting in the hot sun. Pretty 
soon the stuff was oozing out of my 





cuffs and all over my boots. It was so 
slippery I couldn’t keep my feet on the 
floorboards and I began to get cramps in 
my thighs, Just staying on the seat was a 
job. I managed to cinch up my cuffs and 
stop the flow, and then I tried hosing it 
off me by siphoning root beer all over 
myself. Root beer is a very poor solvent. 
Then another problem developed. 

Hundreds of bugs were accumulating 
on me. Instead of just hitting me and 
splattering, or falling stunned to the 
road, they were sticking to the 
chocolate. Many of them recovered and 
started crawling around. This made me 
itch so badly I thought surely I'd go 
insane. Still I kept going. 

All these distractions kept me from 
closely watching my route and I 
eventually concluded I was hopelessly 
lost. Reluctantly, I pulled into a gas 
station and asked the attendant where I 
was. He pointed down the road and said 
it was about 75 miles to the Alaska 
border. Then he looked me over 
carefully and asked if I was a member of 
some unusual religious order. So much 
for my record attempts... 

CN: Astounding! You say the machine 
was a Henderson? 

Pliers: That's right. You know, I've still 
got that rig. 316,000 miles on the clock 
over a period of 40 years, and no major 
engine repairs. 
CN: That's an 
record. 

Pliers: Well, it would be except that 
I've put 14 brand new motors in it. The 
latest is a Sears/Puch twingle. Runs just 
fine, though it's a bit underpowered at 
800 pounds. 

CN: Now, about your work as a 
journalist. According to our information 
you were foreign correspondent to an 
American publication in the late 30's. 
Pliers: 1 figured you'd get around to 
that. It's something I don't usually talk 
about but it's been so long now I guess 
it can't hurt anything to drag out the 
old skeleton.

CN: Well, if you’d rather not talk about 
1... 

Pliers: No problem; it's just that the 
whole operation was sort of a shuck. I 
was low on money at the time and I 
figured to make some cash as a race 
reporter. The only opening this 
magazine had was for a foreign 
correspondent so I wrote ‘em a letter 
using all the British expressions I could 
recall from my earlier Speedway tour. 
They bought it and I started writing a 
monthly column, including race results 
from England and the Continent. I was 
living in Ohio at the time. 

CN: But how did you get the race 
results? You didn’t make them up did 
you? 

Pliers: Certainly not! I have a maiden 
aunt who lives near Ballough Bridge on 
the Isle of Man. She used to send me all 
the information immediately after the 
races. 

Now there's an amazing old lady; 92 
years old and she still rides — does a full 
lap of the island every day on her '47 
Norton International. She supports 
herself by selling Manx cats to Norton 
fanciers; makes a bundle off the tourists 
every year. Never did tell her why I 
wanted that information. She thought I 
was writing a book or something. 

CN: Your promotional efforts in the 
40's and 50's met with mixed fortunes 
didn't they? 

Pliers: They sure did. As long as I 
stayed with the county and state fair 
ovals, my programs made money, 


especially in the Midwest. It was when I 
started to innovate that I got into 
trouble. 

CN: Could you give us an example? 
Pliers: Uh, let's see... There was the time 
I promoted eighth-mile acceleration 
races between motorcycles and quarter 
horses. That one was a real disaster. 

CN: How so? 

Pliers: Two reasons: Nobody came to 
see it, and the horses wouldn't 
cooperate. I figured to draw 2-3,000 
people. Well, counting myself and all 
the entries, there were maybe 75 people 
there. To top it all off, the noise scared 
the animals and they wouldn't run; all 
but one, that is. This one horse was just 
as calm as you please. And fast? I've 
never seen anything like it. He won 
every time by at least ten yards. That 
made the bike riders mad — embarrassed 
actually — and after half a dozen starts 
they all refused to go up against the 
beast. One guy kept hollering about 
drugs — said the horse's pupils weren't 
the same size or something. I didn't 
make any money on that operation but 
it was entertaining. 

CN: You’re something of an inventor 
too, aren’t you? 

Pliers: I guess you could say that. Over 
the years I’ve come up with some 
interesting ideas. Unfortunately they 
never seemed to work out as well as 
they looked on paper. Take my 
disposable front forks for example... 
CN: Disposable front forks? 

Pliers: A few years back, it occurred to 


me that there might be a market for an 
inexpensive, replaceable suspension 
system for dirt machines. Off-road 
equipment really takes a beating you 
know, and front ends are awfully 
expensive. Well, I designed a unit based 
on the failing link principle — one good 
whack or endo and they break away 
clean. Sold ‘em in sets of six for $19.95. 
CN: That’s incredibly cheap. How could 
you expect to make any profit? 

Pliers: The material costs were next to 
nothing. We made the things out of old 
ladder rungs and curtain rods. The 
problem was mainly a legal one. 

CN: Law suits? 

Pliers:. You guessed it. Sort of a reverse 
whiplash phenomenon. We’ve still got 
cases pending against us from people 
claiming they came to grief as a result of 
my forks. 

Another one of my brainstorms that 
didn’t work out was the hydraulic spoke 
system. This was back when everything 
was girder and hard-tail. I designed a 
spoke which had a tiny oil reservoir in 
the nipple. Worked just fine too, but 
there was one complication; people 
tended to get seasick from the ride. We 
tried giving away a box of motion 
sickness pills with each set of spokes, 
but it never went over very big. 

CN: We've enjoyed talking to you 
today, Mr. Pliers, and the readers of 
Cycle News will certainly enjoy sharing 
with us your fond memories of a life 
rich in motorcycling experiences. 

Pliers: The pleasure was entirely mine.

The Arizona All-Pro Series wrap- 
ped up here today, and there was 
a brand new Maico 250 waiting in 
the crate for the overall high-point 


rider. The question was: Would 
the Maico stay in Arizona or 
would it go to Califomia? 

Sunshine Promotions, who, 
through this series, have upgraded 
motocross enormously in the Phoenix 
area, had prepared an excellent track for 
today and also some special noontime 
entertainment. 

"The Support races were highlighted 
by Kevin Marinovich (Hon) who again 
won the 125 Beginner class, giving him 
the only perfect, eight wins-for-eight 
motos score of the series. 

A California rider, Mike Brown 
(Mai), was top dog in the Open Beginner 
class ahead of locals Tom Scribner (Hus) 
and Bob Peterson (CZ). 

Randy Ellis (Mai) got the overall for 
the 250 Novices. Brian Goodby (Hon) 
got second, Greg Goodman (Hon) got 
third, and Keith Marsh (Yam) got a 
broken leg, I think. Heal swiftly. 

Open Novice Rick Bomar (Mai) came 
on strongly today and took home first 
place, Second went to big Gary Conrad 
(Suz) ahead of Gary Boyse (Mai) riding 
out of Dave’s Kart and Cycle. 

The 125 Amateur class again went to 
Bill Meyers (Hon), riding out of Apache 
East. Bill looks like he’s ready for the 
Pro class. Behind him were Tim Gamble 
on his Husky and Steve Derrick on his 
Yamaha from Yamaha of Tucson, 

The noon break brought something 
special for the minibike generation. 
There’s a Phoenix TV comedy team 
called Wallace and Ladmo. Every racer 
needs a pit tootsie and Wallace and 
Ladmo have theirs. Gerald has got to be 
the ugliest broad I’ve ever laid my eyes 
on. But the kids loved them. 

Any of the top 10 Pros could take 
that Maico home and they all seemed to 
have precisely that in mind. Today they 
were all business. 

The start of the first moto was a 
bar-to-bar charge of 14 of the fastest 
125’s on any track. In less than half a 
lap, Larry Watkins (Tyr) had taken the 
lead and began to pull away. Gary 
Hickerson and his Husky had gotten a 
bad start, but he worked his way up to 
second spot by the flag. 
Honda-mounted Brad Mueller took 
third. Watkins began to figure out what 
he was going to do with a 250 Maico. 

The first moto win in the 250’s went 
to Chuck Lampe (Mai) after a hard 
battle with Bob Wharton (Hus) who 
filled the second’ hole: Third went to 





Sam Redman (Hon). The order of the 
first two finishers meant that the Maico 
was still up for grabs. 

The first moto of the Open class 
went to Danny Croyle (Mai), Sunshine 
Promotions’ number one rider. Second 
spot was also claimed by a Maico rider, 
David Anderegg. 

If Watkins won the second 125 
moto, he would be almost unbeatable in 
the drive for the Maico. About 100 feet 
off the starting gate, Watkins put his 
front wheel in a hole, did a hand-stand, 
and just about ate it. His landing on the 
gas tank put out Watkins' fire, and he 
just couldn't ride fast after that. 

But Gary Hickerson had his Husky

well under control and was on his way 
to the moto win. Mike Goodrich on his 
Honda took care of second spot ahead 
of Andy Frola (Hon). 

The 250 second moto was a fight all 
the way as Lampe battled with Charles 
Welk (better known as Lamb Chops) 
aboard a VR Montesa. Lampe dit the 
deed and Frank Giardina (Mai) was 
third. 

Steve Strasser took his Yamaha to 
the flag first in the second Open moto 
with Croyle and Anderegg in second and 
third respectively. 

The final round of the 125's 
belonged to Gary Hickerson and his 
Husky ahead of Mike Goodrich and 
Brad Mueller. Hickerson took the 
overall for the day. 

The 250's came out of the hole like 
berserk rocketships with Lamb Chops 
and his VR in front. Lamb Chops held 
his lead until the last lap when he made 
that one tiny mistake. It cost him two 
places, and Lampe and the Maico moved 
to the front followed by Sam Redman. 
Lampe took all the marbles for the 
class. 

АП the way to the flag in the Open 
Pro class it was Danny Croyle and his 
Maico. He had a burr under his tail and 
$250 in his sights. Second was Tom 
Metzgar (Mai) and third went to Eric 
Blatt (Hus). 

While they were figuring out who 
was going to get the Maico, I spotted 
the tootsie who gets the belly button 
award. The final tally gave Bob Wharton 
the series win and the Maico (not to 
mention a crate).

A Motocross 
for Pfutz

D-37 motocrossers and even some 
Sled Riders M.C. desert racers 
turned out in tribute to the 
memory of Larry Pfutzenreuter 
today. Money taken in by the 
Doublecrossers M.C., sponsors of 
this special last motocross of the 
season, went to Larry’s family, 
along with the cost of trophies, a pool 
formed amongst all the riders present 
and a thoughtful donation from the 
hillclimbers at De Anza Cycle Park, who 
knew only that Larry was a competitive 
motorcyclist with a family now alone. 

Despite the sadness of the 
motivation, it was kind of a 
heartwarming experience to see a lot of 
riders turn out on short notice for an 
event to benefit one of their own, The 
Bultaco riders, both factory-sponsored, 
shop-sponsored, and privateers, turned 
out in force and dominated all the 
classes they ran. Larry, of course, rode 
Bultaco. Ken Zahrt set the pace for all 
of them with walkaway 250 and 500 
Expert wins. Jim Connolly, at age 36, 
wrapped up the motocross No. 1 plate 
in 125 class just before his Bul seized a 
fresh piston. Champagne cooled it off. 
Tom Rapp decided not to race and 
motored around  trailriding and 
attacking the perpendicular De Anza 
hillcimbs. 

Heavy turnouts in all classes meant 
that nobody, except possibly Zahrt, got 
a runaway. The competition remained 
fierce in six divisions that generally did 
not contain cherry-pickers or squids. It 
makes racing D-37 MX a fun, pumping 
experience and the two 25-minute 
motos make it more of a motocross. It's 
definitely the way to go. You race 
longer and get through the day earlier. 


John Rice took fourth in the 125 
Expert class on his trick Monark and 
would have won, for sure, except for a 
fouled plug. The top three finishers have 
their names in the Results section. You 
don't get a trophy if you want the cash 
to go to Mrs. Pfutzenreuter. It was 
Larry's day.

from the capitol 


The current fuel shortage is having 
an impact on everything we do. 
The Congress extended great pow- 
er to the President to establish 
whatever controls he feels are ne- 
cessary to meet this crisis. One of 
the first things the President point- 
ed to was fuel used for recreation. 
That could eliminate all forms of 
motorsports. 

Along with this, the Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) is cracking 
down on noise pollution. Illinois has 
passed anti-noise regulations so strict 
that they may close down all forms of 
vehicular racing and  motorsports. 
Oregon almost did likewise, but backed 
off and is still considering the matter. 

There has never been so much of a 
need for everyone involved in all forms 
of motorsports to band together into a 
united front against this threat. We are 
being singled out as the group to attack 
primarily because we are disorganized. 
The government may point. to the 
number of support vehicles used in the 
pursuit of our sport, but this is no 
greater than the number of private 
vehicles used to transport persons to the 
coliseums, stadiums, bowling alleys, 
theaters, golf courses, etc. 

One element of motorsports that has 
never organized, except for sanctioning, 
is racetrack operations. We have been 
working with several to help develop the 
Motorsports Association of California, a 
new organization from which we can 
draw added strength. We in turn will 
lend our support to that organization in 
times of need. 

The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration is pushing states into 
compliance with the National Highway 
Safety Act of 1966. That act requires 
states to enact a mandatory helmet law. 
A subsequent act allows the Federal 
Government to  withhold a state's 
highway funds if the state does not 
comply. That's why 46 states have 
helmet laws. In California, the Feds 
haven’t been successful since this state 
contributes more funds to the Federal 
Government than it gets back. The end 
of 1974 is the date for compliance. 

We are going to have a fight on our 
hands this coming year. The various 
state agencies are sparing no expense in 
their bid to push the law through. To 
combat the legislation we are going to 
need all the financial help we can get. 
Our only source of financing is 
membership . fees and occasional 
benefits. Anything you can do will be 
appreciated, even if it is just to convince 
one of your friends that he should 
belong to M.O.R.E.

FINAL FACTORY POINT STANDINGS 
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WASHINGTON, D.C., DEC. 3 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency today announced the 
Arizona Transportation Control 
Plan for the Phoenix-Tucson 
Interstate Region. There were no 
restrictions or limitations placed 
on the registration or usage of 
motorcycles. 

In announcing the final plan, the 
EPA stated: ‘The proposed restrictions 
on motorcycle registration met 
considerable opposition at the public 
hearings. Also, motorcycle industry 
spokesmen presented testimony to the 
effect that emission standards are 
necessary and that EPA should set 
them. EPA currently anticipates that 
such standards will be established in 
time for the 1976 model year. In view 
of this, EPA has re-evaluated this 
measure and has determined that it is 
not reasonbale at this time.”

ISDT ‘73 The Olympics of 
Motorcycling, by Ron Schneiders. 
150 pages. (Chilton, $12.95) 





The single most distressing item 
about Schneiders' book on the Six 
Days is that it opens from bottom 
to top, rather than right to left. 


- Why the publishers chose this for- 


mat is unclear to me, since the 
book could have been bound con- 
ventionally and retained the same 
dimensions. Only a few two-page 
pictures which should have been 
eliminated or reduced, and it would be 
easier to read. Weird. 


There are lots of swell photographs 
here by Boyd Reynolds, Abram 
Schoenfeld and Marco Vega. The color 
photography was done by Farrell 
Grehan, who must be a European who 
favors something other than Kodak 
film. All the color appears to have been 
shot through a brown filter, and New 
England can’t be that brown in 
September. Of course this may be the 
fault of the printer rather than the 
photographer. ij 

The book includes plenty of action 
shots, plus a study of Cycle News 
supersalesman Leo Potvin and one of 
Jeannie Cranke watching out for Carl. 
There is even a rare photograph of the 
winning Czech Trophy Team smiling. 


Schneiders has done an admirable job 
(especially for having written it in such 
a short time) of providing a wide-angle 
view of the ISDT. To my knowledge, 
there is no other such volume available 
in English. 

Following a brief explanation of the 
rules and awards, the author gives some 
space to the popular theme of Cheating. 
Schneiders doesn't belabor the subject, 
which seems to be the current trend in 
the Pop-Clever school of 
moto-journalism. He cites a few of the 
most blatant rule-breaking tricks and 
concludes the probably little can be 
done about the cloak-and-dagger 
mischief. The Cold War survives in the 
ISDT. 

Big deal. None of the riders carry 
guns. Perhaps next year's event should 
be held in the Golan Heights. Might 
even help straighten out the Great 
Petroleum Put-On. Make big enduros, 
not wars. 

Schneiders has been able to give at 
least some indication of what this type 
of event is like for the rider. The rider's 
singular purpose is to win, to stay on 
Gold. Most riders have little concern for 
how many motorcycles their 
performance may or may not sell, or 
whether the natives are capitalists, 
communists, fascists or fools. The men 


who ride come for the thrill and 
challenge. of heads-up competition, 
only. 


The meat of this book begins with a 
chapter titled “The Bud Ekins Era,” a 
period when American interest in the 
event began to take serious shape. 
(Although the interest of one American 
began much earlier. Teddy Hastings 
rode an Indian V-twin in the first ISDT, 
held in 1913.) This part of the book 
should have been more comprehensive. 
Comments from Ekins, Walt Axthelr 
and John Penton. would have made 
interesting reading. And Schneiders only 
briefly mentions America’s first Vase 
team of 1964: Ekins, Ekins, Coleman 
and McQueen, They could spin some 
good yarns. 

Schneiders traces the growth of 
Yankee interest in the ISDT as it 
expanded beyond California later in the 
Sixties; how the AMA and FIM finally 
got it together, and how the American 
Trophy Team astounded a few folks by 





finishing fourth in the 1971 Trial at the 
Isle ag eur 70р 


Following thumbnail sketches cf the 
Trophy and Vase team riders for this 
year, the author outlines the first 
American ISDT on a day-by-day basis. 
Schneiders managed to gather lots of 
information on what happened to 
whom, and sometimes why. This is no 
small feat for a one-man reporting crew 
in an event so complicated as the Six 
Days. Naturally most of the information 
was secondhand, and may have 
sometimes been slightly altered versions 
of the truth, but Schneiders gets good 
marks for accuracy. The text is 
supplemented by course maps showing 
each day’s route. 

This is a nice book. It’s easy to read, 
graphically pleasing for the most part, 
and it’s the only up-to-date capsule 
history of the ISDT around. The 
photography ranges from excellent to 
drab (like New England weather) and 
most of the photos naturally fall 
between the two extremes. At $12.95 
it’s an expensive volume, but you do get 
a matching cardboard sleeve to keep it 
in good shape. It’s definitely a book for 
the coffee table rather than the 
workbench. 





Bike Fever, by Lee Gutkind 
150 pages, (Follett, $6.95) 





This guy almost wrote a terrific 
book. As it happened he wrote a 
good account on the development 
of the sport of motorcycling in 
America. It will be most 
appreciated by the reader with 
little or no knowledge of the 
subject. 

Gutkind is an assistant professor of 
creative writing at the University of 
Pittsburgh. That’s a dubious credential 
at best, and his “‘creative writing” 
ability is subordinated by the textbook 
sociology approach hetakes in the book. 
The dust jacket blurbs, “A nice paean to 
the open road. If Whitman had had a 
Harley, it’s what he’d have written.” — 
Sid Moody. 

Right, Sid. Gutkind, who rides a 
BMW, knows that Whitman would have 
written something much different, and 
much better. Which is really beside the 
point, because what he has done is to 
construct a panoramic mural of how 
and why the sport of motorcycling 
developed as it did in this country. And 
although many parts read like a 
post-graduate thesis (“Men and 
Motorcycles: Their existential evolution 
in mid-twentieth century America’’), it 
includes plenty of interesting 
background information оп the 
phenomenon of bikers-as-a-separate- 
society. 

The author demonstrates a studied 
knowledge of national trends and fads, 
and he obviously conducted 
considerable research before writing the 


book. Every known category of 
motorcycle freak is represented 
somewhere in these pages; from 


Hollister to Laconia, Sonny Barger to 
Gene Romero, the Isle of Man TT to 
Evel Knievel — all the diverse elements 
of biking are noted. Gutkind shows 
some real insight into the heads of the 
varied personalities who ride the line 
between skill and disaster, whether for 
kicks or profit or both. And he 
recognizes the shaping influence of mass 
media; how the fabled “power of the 
press" can construct blind alleys as well 
as avenues of understanding. 

Thankfully the academic segments of 
the text are relieved by chapters on 
travels taken by the author and a friend. 
The sketches of Alabama, Mississippi, 
Arkansas and Oklahoma are drawn from 
firsthand experience. The people they 
meet along the way are often friendly, 
sometimes hostile and occasionally 
envious. The two travelers are bummed 
out by the treatment they get in New 
Mexico, and nearly freeze on the icy 
roads of Wyoming. 

These passages make the reader (this 
one, at least) wish that Gutkind had 
given more thought to a story just on 
his experiences on the open road, with 
only incidental references to the 


psychological and socio-economic 
theme of “biking in America.” I

1974: America's first 
international observed' 
trials at Saddleback

The opener for ‘74 in inter- 
national amateur competition will 
be a World Championship ob- 
served trials at Saddleback Park on 
January 6. The ranking trials rid- 
ers of Europe and America will 
contest the first such event held in 
this country. With sanction from 
the FIM, the European Championship 
now becomes the FIM Prize, and 
America joins the list of European 
countries long involved with the highly 
specialized sport of observed trials. 

Heading the list of foreign 
competitors is the current European 
champion, Martin Lampkin of 
Yorkshire, England. His teammates on 
the Bultaco team include Englishman 
Malcom Rathmell, runner-up in the ‘73 
championship; Irjo Vesterinen of 
Finland; northern Californian Lane 
Leavitt, and Irishman Sammy Miller, 
seven times the European trials champ. 
Heavy line-up. 

Montesa will be represented by 
Englishmen Rob Edwards, Rob 
Shepherd, John “Pig Man” Hemingway 
and factory development engineer Pedro 
Pi of Spain and California Champion 
Marland Whaley. 

The Ossa contingent will include 
New Englander Bill Blythe, Mark Eggar 
of San Diego and Kulot of West 
Germany. 

For the past decade all the leading 
trialers have ridden one_of the Spanish 
machines mentioned af ve. Although 
trials competition is of English origin, 
the motorcycles with the least weight, 
best balance and most precise low-speed 
maneuverability have been built in 
Spain. And all three were developed 
primarily by Englishmen. 

Enter Yamaha, with Suzuki not far 
behind. The “Japanese Era” in 
motorcycling comes full circle with 
their new interest in the relatively 
obscure sport of observed trials. With 
domination of professional road racing, 
dirt track and motocross already 
proven, two of the major Japanese 
factories have focused their methodical 
gaze on trials. Kawasaki is just off the 
pace with an unproven prototype, and 
Honda, as usual, is playing hide and 
watch,

BMW wins its last race 
while AFM hams it up

ONTARIO, CAL., DEC. 16 

Reg Pridmore and his BMW 750 
Production racer have won their 
last race together. They did it in 
convincing style, leading every lap 
and pulling away from the only 
rider/bike combination that I can 
recall beating them in local races 
this season, Ed Unini and his 750 
Honda. Next season Pridmore gets a 900 
BMW. Unini held second for the entire 
distance, initially over George Roche 
(Kaw 750), who eventually retired, and 
then from Fast Freddie Walti, who has 
gone and gotten himself a ‘Kawasaki 
903 and showed today, despite some 
breath-taking wobble, that he will be a 
threat to everyone in the class when he 
begins to modify the bike. 

Behind the leaders, never more than 
a second apart, were the 500 class 
leaders: Dick Lewis (Hon) and Bob 
Crossman, who was riding Walti's old 
Honda 500. Lewis was the winner. 

In the 350 class, however, Crossman 
jetted away from a battle amongst 
several riders and resolved in favor of 
Steve Lange followed by Robert Tigert 
for second and third. The smaller 
Production bikes ran with the 350's and 
Richard Barron was the 250 winner 
ahead of Ken Gill. 

Ed Unini sliced his way past some of 
the bigger bikes for the 200 class win on 
his Honda, and I saw second place John 
Chermak (Yam) pass a 350. At Ontario, 
that's cooking. There were only two 
one-two-fives, but they ran nose-to-tail 
for the whole distance. It was Frank 
Valderama over Jim Lester come flag 
time. 

During practice I was sitting outside 
of tum nine with a telephoto lens 
watching the riders negotiate the fast 
turn seven-eight series. Usually they just 
sort of float through the two left 
handers, straightening up for a moment 
between the two. Every two minutes or 
so there would be a bright green machine 
that snapped through my line of vision. 
That would be either Hurley Wilvert or 
Art Baumann, who were out testing the 
Team-Hansen Kawasakis preparatory to 
next season. Baumann led the first laps 
of the Open GP. Wilvert slipped by and 
led for about half the race, until 
Baumann, who had been sitting on his 
tail while they were circulating in the 
2:08 bracket, came around him again 
and went on to win. 

A ways behind them, Reg Pridmore 
pried himself loose from a group of four 
or five riders and went off to take third. 
Bob Endicott was fourth and Rudy 
Galindo took the ham (that was the 
trophy ) in the 350 class. 

Marty Lunde took an early lead in 
the 250 GP event and left Art Baumann, 
riding Yvon DuHamel's 350 Kawasaki 
single, a distance astern. Baumann 
eventually retired and left Richard 
Seifried, Mike Clarke, Alan Barbic, and 
George Miller to battle for second. It 
was a very close race. Miller led initially 
but the other three slipped by, one by 
one, and Miller ended up fifth. Clarke, 
who is regaining his form after his Ascot 
accident, led for most of the distance 
until he bobbled in turn 11 and the 





other three got by. Clarke worked his 
way back up to third, second in this 
group by the flag behind Seifried and 
ahead of Barbic. Lunde was long gone 
for the win. 

Jeff Shetler led the first few laps of 
the Lightweight GP event on his 125 
Yamaha. It looked as thought he was set 
to run away with the whole thing until 
similarly mounted Dick Fuller broke 
loose from the pack and began closing 
on him, Shetler had missed a little bit 
on his gearing and Fuller was outbraking 
him in places. By halfway, Fuller had 
taken the lead for good — pulling away. 
In the meantime, a battle developed for 
third, but John Weed managed to hold 
off Pedro Gallinucci and Jim Keys for 
the position. John Serra took his 
Bultaco to the 200 win. 

This was the last event of the AFM's 
season. What the fuel shortage will do to 
the future of road racing remains to be 
seen. Most people are going ahead as if 
everything will remain the same. The 
Production racers are gearing up and 
tricking out for next season, and the GP 
guys will be confronted, no doubt, with 
the Yamaha TZ-750. See you next year.

From Wassel through 
Mitsubishi to Birt to You

It is ironic that one of the biggest 
conglomerates in the world, which 
is Japanese, has chosen an English 
motorcycle to penetrate the mar- 
ket for Japanese bikes. It is even 
more ironic that they should turn 
to a small American racing shop to 
do the mods and preparation nec- 
essary to make it competitive in the 
U.S. Remember, the usual approach is 
to have several dozen University of 
Tokyo engineers assigned to the 
problem. But this is the approach that 
Mitsubishi International Corp. has taken 
with the Tyran 125 MX in the hands of 
E.C. Birt 

Their marketing approach with the 
Tyran which is, basically, a 123cc Sachs 
"B" 6-speed engine in a Wassel frame 
and running gear, is so unique that it 
just might work. E.C. has designed a 
series of three. expansion chambers, 
some plastic fenders and sidecovers, a 
bigger airbox with a  Filtron, 
cable-operated rear brake, and a 
variation on the positive stop and snail 
cam chain adjuster that incorporates 
features of both. He has also drawn up 
tuning and porting specs for three stages 
of tune of the engine — to match the 
pipes — which are available to the 
dealers along with the 125 racers, pipes, 
plastic, etc. 

The idea is that you go down to your 
friendly neighborhood Tyran dealer, 
identify your skill level and type of 
racing you want to do and get a 
lightweight go-fast machine that is ready 
to go fast when it leaves the dealer — for 
under $1000. With the fantastic 
Japanese Big Three domination of the 
125cc racer market, some kind of new 
approach was necessary. So far, 
Mitsubishi has gone 100% for this 
approach of E.C. Birt’s. He’s the kind of 
guy who only likes to sell racers, 
anyway. 

On a crisp, sparkly morning at Indian 
Dunes Park, E.C. rolls two Tyrans out. 
He says, “I put this one together last 
night out of the box.” Then, grinning 
conspiratorially, points to Larry 
Watkins’ test bed racer. “I spent a little 
more time with this one.” The 
differences, more than visual, will be 
obvious. 

What kind of a beast is this Tyran 
thing in its raw form? Well, like most 
mass-produced bikes, or even so-called 
specialty bikes of the “British frame — 
Continental motor” variety, it needs 
some work to be a racer. That’s where 
E.C.’s touch as a tuner, bike-builder 
comes in. 





Cornering is what this machine 
is all about. 


The Wassel-built frame is a 
lean-looking bend of Reynolds 531 
tubing that allows up to 54" of 
wheelbase. It is a full cradle double 
downtube design with some 
beefy-looking gussets and rods back 
around the frame-swingarm juncture. 
The swingarm rides in Maico-type 
rubber bushings and adjusts at the pivot. 
Two shock mounting positions are 
provided for the stock Girlings. There is 
lots of chrome and alloy on the 
machine. Though some of it is destined 
to be replaced by a three pound savings 
of white plastic, it is a very sharp, 
“clean” 125 in appearance. 

The Sachs 6-speed with E.C.’s pipe is 
plenty potent. Yes, it will run with the 
Hondas. With Stage I Birt tuning specs, 
as provided, it will run significantly 
faster. The Honda will need a reed valve 
or another $200 in the motor to stay 
with it. We noted this in a series of 
impromptu drag races. 

What doesn’t work on the bike are 
the brakes inside the polished light alloy 
conical hubs. The rod-actuated rear 
brake is either on or off, generating 
instant lock-up and engine kill. The 
front one fades to almost nothing. Even 
after extreme adjustment, it goes from 
two-finger operation to three to four to 
missing the turn, if you're a front brake 
freak like both test riders. The English 
continue to mount footpegs high and 
forward on the frame (or on the CCM 
and Cheney-BSA, on the cases). Why? 
To encourage you to get up on the 
tank? It doesn't work that way...at least 
for most U.S. riders. The hard, tapered 
seat doesn't contribute to good riding 
position, E.C.'s reaction was to go to 
the cable-actuated rear brake, (It does 
give better feel and less wheel hop.), 
another inch of padding in the scat, and

Christmas, traditionally a time of 


giving, and the

of evaluation, reflection and 
introspection, should both occur 
within a week of one another. 
They are not really compatible, 
the one being an outgoing, sharing sort 
of holiday and the other being a 
inward-looking contemplative sort. 
People are not equipped to shift 
emotional gears that quickly. The result 
too often is that the focus of both 
holidays-becomes blurred in a ten-day 
round of parties, rum drinks, rich foods, 
and extravagant spending. 

Motorcyclists this year are in 
particular need of a period of evaluation 
and contemplation. Motorcycling as a 
sport this coming year will either 
establish itself on a permanent basis or 
start down the trail to extinction. Which 
it will be, I don’t know, but I do know 
that the motorcyclists themsleves will 
largely determine the course. 

As a sport, motorcycling is not 
unlike the gun hobby. There is nothing 
intrinsically wrong with guns and it can 
certainly be argued that the 
development of any kind of skill is 
worthwhile. However, it seems that an 
uncommonly high degree of judgment is 
needed, along with stiff self control and 
many other personality traits more 
often associated with gods than men in 
order to avoid ‘the accidents that fill the 
newspaper every day. And of course 
there is the “small percentage” who use 
guns for intentionally unsocial acts. 
While there is no denying that some 
people have the ability and thus the 
right to use guns with intelligence and 
good judgment, I sometimes wonder if 
the preservation of their right is worth 
the hazard that non-gun hobbyists must 
suffer from all those whose judgment is 
less than adequate. 

To bring it down to a more personal 
level, to me, a non-gun enthusiast, the 
preservation of the rights of those few 
who are qualified morally and 
intellectually to use guns is not worth 
the hazard that I and my family must 
risk every day from thugs, paranoid 
cops, and sportsmen with adolescent 
judgment. Thus if it were up to me and 
about 70 percent of the rest of the 
country, it would take an act of 
Congress to buy anything more potent 
than a pea shooter. 

It doesn’t take much imagination to 
see that the same argument can be 
applied to motorcyclists and 
snowmobilers. From any point of view, 
the argument, as applied to moto- 
cyclists, is partially invalid, because the 
hazard threatened is not to people but 
to property and environment. But most 
people in this country still believe that 
the right of private property is at least 
the equivalent of the right to life, and 
thus would say there is no difference 
between the two arguments. 

In spite of the majority opinion, the 
gun hobby continues to thrive. There is 
a double reason for this. First, like 
many large industries, the gun 
manufacturers have a substantial lobby 





end of the year, 
should be a time 


funded with a great deal of money. But 
beyond this they have a hard corp of 
dedicated enthusiasts, hobbyists, who 
will make their views known with tons 
of mail when adverse legislation is 
pending. In this respect the gun people 
are much more effective warding off 
opposition than even such giant 
industries as oil and auto 
manufacturing. The thought might 
make you a bit queasy, but people love 
their Winchesters in a way that nobody 
loves a Buick, even if they happen to 
own one. 

The message, I think, is clear. The 
Japanese manufacturers can be expected 
to provide the money for a high 
powered motorcycle lobby. But without 
the corps of dedicated hobbyists behind 
the lobby, it will not be very effective. 

“On the other hand, because of the 
difference in the size of the two sports, 
if motorcyclists decided to really do it, 
they could make the gun bunch look 
like small potatoes. 

I don't want to give the impression 
that I am necessarily advocating this 
approach. We like to think of our 
society as being primarily democratic. 


The notion of a small group being able 
to run roughshod over the majority, 
whether the smaller group likes guns or 
motorcycles, it not an appealing one. 
Still it may be the only way in which 
the sport will survive. Now, at the end 
of the year, it might be well to think 
about what the sport means to you as 
an individual. Is it something that you 
like but can do without if necessary? Or 
do you think life would lose something 
very valuable if motorcycling became a 
practical impossibility? 

It’s not often that I read something 
in the motorcycling press and say, Gee, 
I wish I'd written that, but it does 
happen once in a while. In the January 
issue of Cycle magazine Cook Neilson in 
his editorial column not only says 
several important things, but says them 
very well. I hope you'll read it. 

While on the subject, my own book 
on the 1973 ISDT is now out and 
available from several sources including 
Hap Jones Distributing and the 
Pickwick bookstores. Buy several copies 
for your friends. It'll make their 
Christmas happy and mine too. There is 
some outstanding color photography in 
the book by ex-LIFE photog Farrell 
Grehan, that I think you will enjoy.

Political 
Portents 


for 1974

Fuel Crisis 


The biggest political issue con- 


fronting motorcyclists as 


1974 


dawns will be the fuel situation, 
crisis, or hoax, however you wish 
to identify it. It probably will not 


ever get as bad as some are trying 
to make everyone believe, but 
then things rarely get as bad as 
some try to make everyone believe. 
Because of the easily recognizable 
economic ramifications of anything 
even approaching a ban on fuel 
consumption for recreational uses, there 
will not be such a ban. Indeed, after the 
oil companies get all the environmental 
and anti-trust restrictions lifted off their 
corporate heads, there probably will be 
a miraculous increase in fuel supplies, 
just like magic. 

The greatest danger the fuel crisis 
poses at the present time is that it may 
tend to make people worried about it 
overlook other major 
motorcycling-affecting issues, such as 
land management plans. 

Land Management 

Land Management is a highly 
controversial topic, especially in 
California. Many people get very upset 
when the topic comes up, and 
automatically assume that it means 
taking away their riding areas. 

Land Management plans are quite 
often perceived as huge threats that do 
not materialize. The key factor in 
determining either detriment to the

sport or reasonableness is public 
reaction and participation. A 
government agency may, under orders 
from the President, go about preparing a 
plan for land it administers and in that 
plan include something very terrible in 
the eyes of a dirt rider. 

But, public hearings, or at least 
opportunities for public input, will be 
provided, and those dirt riders who do 
not like the particular plan can go tell 
that agency why. Given an input of 





solid, rational information from dirt 
bikers backing a change in the plan, 
there are few government agencies that 
will not positively respond somehow. 
However, given no input, or only 
name-calling input, there are few 
government agencies that will respond 
positively. 

One of the hard lessons to be learned 
from the California hassles and a lesson 
that can be used to make rider-oriented 
land management plans more possible in 
other states is that screaming, 
demonstrating, and calling the 
government names does not change 
anything. 

Public participation (this means you) 
in public land use planning determines 
to a large part what form those plans 
will take, but only constructive, calm, 
rational input makes much difference. 
In 1974 more and more land use plans 
will start under the order of Executive 
Order 11644 and will be made public for 
comment. What form those plans, 
(ordered for every single chunk of 
federal land) will take as far as off road 
vehicle (including bikes) use goes will 
depend upon how much effort bikers 
will expend to rationally and reasonably 
supply the involved federal agencies 
with hard facts when the plans come up. 
Those facts would include why the 
biker giving them the information likes 
the area, how often he rides there, how 
much money he spends related to his 
riding enjoyment in that area, how 
much fun he and his buddies and his 
family and his buddies' families have 
riding there, etc. 

їп 1974 there will be more 
acceptance of the “direct dealing” 
approach to land management plans, 
over the previously popular “yell and 
write irate letters calling names” 
techniques pioneered by some 
California off road vehicle groups. 

By and large, the various plans will 
be successively more liberal in respect to 
ORV use. 


Us vs. Them 


1974 will be somewhat more mellow. 


in the field of biker/conservationist 
relations. Both the mighty Sierra Club 
and the California Off Road Vehicle 
Association have expressed interest in 
setting up a constructive dialog with 
each other. It is quite possible that 
those expressed assurances of interest in 
dialog will actually lead to sincere 
recreational land use discussions and 
agreements between the traditionally 
warring factions.

Helmet Laws 

For those states that do not already: 
have them, mandatory helmet laws will 
provide the topic of much debate in 
1974. It is likely that California will be 
a prime target of federal attempts to get 
the remaining four hold-out states to 
adopt the laws. Opponents of 
mandatory helmet laws will argue, as 
usual; A) the laws are unconstitutional; 
B) helmets kill; C) helmets are not a 
cure all; D) car drivers should have to 
wear helmets; E) and that it is “big 
brotherism". The proponents will argue 
back that helmets save lives. 

Helmet laws are, no matter how 
repugnant one may find this idea, quite 
constitutional. According to the U.S. 
Constitution, the U.S. Supreme Court 
shall decide if something 15 
constitutional or not. The Supreme 
Court has upheld decisions that 
mandatory helmet laws are 
constitutional. If the determinator of 
constitutionality prescribed by the 
constitution itself determines that 
something is constitutional, then it is, 
by constitutional definition, 
constitutional. 

As for helmets killing (as one group 
of bikers maintains), that is utter 
nonsense. Only a fool or a master of 
deception (and juggling statistics) would 
argue that. Helmets do not kill. Anyone 
who says they do is wrong. However, 
there is merit in the other “anti” 
arguments (helmets are not a cure-all, 
car drivers should have to wear helmets 
for the same reasons, and that it is 
manifest “big brotherism”). These 
arguments will provide for much 
controversy over the whole scene. 
Whether or not a compromise, like 
maybe a law requiring minors to wear 
helmets on the streets, will be reached 
in California remains to be seen. 

Air Quality 

The Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) will continue its new 
program of reasonableness and 
cooperation with the Motorcycle 
Industry Council. No terrible restrictive 
moves will be taken against 
motorcycles, (However, after 
motorcycle . manufacturers meet the 
emission reductions required by 1976, 
the EPA will not just kind of go away. 
Stiffer standards will be set, especially 
on two strokes, since the 1976 
hydrocarbon emission standards for 
bikes will still allow emissions twice as 
high as automobile levels allowable in 
1973.) 


Noise 

In many urbanized areas of the 
country, noise can be expected to 
become the next major environmental 
consideration. The attention given to 
"noise pollution" will not only result in 
increasingly stiffer vehicle decible 
limitations, but also will result in the 
outlawing of sale of any sort of exhaust 
system that will increase noise levels 
above those found on stock machines. 

Just as likely are laws severely 
limiting the amount of noise tolerated 
from racetrack locations, and tracks in 
urban areas can expect problems. 


As for California specifically, the 
days when a street rider can get away 
with megaphones, collectors, and 
marginally “silenced” chambers are very 
numbered. In the long run, your hearing 
will mean more to you in ten years than 
the three extra horsepower you were 
able to get from a noisy system in 1973. 


Rumors 

Next year (1974) will be a year of 
new high standards in the initiation and 
spreading of terrible rumors. While the 
majority of bikers will have come to 
realize that reason and dialog is the 
correct method of dealing with political 
hassles, a small reactionary faction will 
continue to cry “wolf” at every 
opportunity, and.find great pleasure in 
predicting doom on every corner. Doom 
will not come, but as the year 
progresses, hopefully those doom 
mongers, agitators, and resident fools 
will gradually fade away. That will be 
only fitting, for those whosc words 
never check out to be truth, or prefer a 
version of truth not verifiable in 
anything but their rantings, deserve no 
credibility at all.

Stock XL350

Friedman: It sucked, but the pow- 
erband was alright, and, er... 
Schoonmaker: It's the most medi- 
ocre bike for doing everything. 
Ulrich: It seemed awful heavy but 
it sure went up hills good. 
Langely: Too ---ing heavy, but I 
almost won an enduro overall on 
it. 

Huetter: Sure vibrates a lot. 
Rafferty: I didn't ride it. 

Culp: It's not as good as the 
Triumph. 

Discounting the Limey freak who is 
known for occasional attacks of 
anglophilia, everybody had the same 
reaction, i.e., a mixed one. They liked it 
OK, but... Usually, that “but” focused 
on the weight of the XL-350, a 
mo’sickle which is the logical outgrowth 
of Honda’s irrationally successful 
XL-250 four-stroke single playbike. The 
350 is, succinctly, more of everything 
that the 250 was. It has more power, 
more refined controls, more suspension, 
more torque, and more weight. It still 
has the key hidden under the tank. The 
350 scales out around 315 pounds dry 
and it feels like over half of that weight 
is somewhere two inches above the fork 
crown when you're riding it off-road. 

True to the somewhat tenuous 
heritage of All Big Singles, the XL 350 
vibrates. At low RPM, you sit there with 
all your extremities shuddering in 4/4 
time. Part of the problem is break-in 
time. The Honda gets noticeably 
smoother as more miles accumulate on 
the odometer and smooths out most 
anytime to a nice humm somewhere 
around redline. Running a fresh (less 
than 500 mi.) engine at redline is not a 
normally swell practice but it sure went 
smoother up there. Vibration does not,

by any stretch of the imagination, go 
away, however. It is right tiring in a long 
stint, on or off-road, and tends to put 
one or both hands to tingle-sleep. 

Trials tires? Well, OK, compromises 
continue but it seems like a 350, 
especially a heavy one, could stand a 
3.50 on the front end. The stock front 
rubber is too narrow compounding the 
front end twitchiness in sand, between 
rocks, etc. 

While on the subject of “Things to 
do to your XL-350”, take the pipe and 
remove it. Now, try and lift it. Grunt, 
strain. Not only that but it sure does 
collect dings since the bash plate doesn’t 
do much except encourage bashes, It is 
a token protector. The pipe seems to 
have inherited some left-over SL-350 
twin styling and performance 
characteristics, which it doesn’t need. A 
better choice could even have been one 
of the tuck-in side pipes from Honda’s 
street scrambler twins. Maybe make it 
look like an ole Goldstar and pick up 
some nostalgia sales. 

Well, that's just about what 
everybody didn't like about the XL 
350. What was liked, even appreciated, 
was a stone reliable big bore motor with 
go-anywhere power and stop all the 
time braking power. Excellent wheels, 
hubs, and stoppers. It really did take a 
class win in an enduro in stock form, 
with the turn signals still on it. It makes 
seemingly impossible hills, the loose 
shale at a 60 degree angle kind, possible. 
And you never worry much about it 
breaking and leaving you stranded. 
Toward the end of the test period, one 
of the exhaust pipe flange mounting 
studs snapped off without being 
provoked. A couple of nuts also worked 
loose. That was the extent of the 
problems with it. 

The Honda rear shocks work 
acceptably well and might be very good 
with 50 or so fewer pounds bouncing up 
and down on them. Power gets to the 
ground pretty well even with a 4.00 
profile trials tire. A larger knobby 
would help the rotary to forward 
motion transfer even more. The front 
forks work well on the street but seem 
overtaxed in off-road work. This is 
particularly noticeable because the front 
end just doesn’t come up easily. It 
wants to stay quite heavy up there and 
make those XL forks work. They almost 
make it. In sand, it gets pretty 
interesting. We suspect the pipe to be 
restrictive as that four-valve head, 
adequate displacement, and all the other 
run-strong-forever Honda goodies have 
the potential to do some heavy 
horsepower work. Carb response is not 
the best with the stock Keihin, either. It 
will stumble when rolled on hard before 
catching up. 

Electrics were Honda reliable as was 
the five speed gearbox which is ratio'd 
pretty well for an intended on and off 
the road life. Grips and pegs were better 
than usually found on trailbikes; more 
like competition items. They sure tingle,

though. Fenders are plastic a la XL-250 
— semi-breakable. 

Handling is a function of its weight, 
apparently. The more you take off, the 
more it goes like an OK dirty machine 
and stops getting too top-heavy around 
90 degree street corners. 

It is the right bike to ride out of the 


. garage, down the street, and off on a 


trail through the woods or over the hills, 
if that kind of activity is available in 
your neighborhood. It will do this with 
more power, more ease, and initially, 
more vibration than the XL-250. There 
is plenty of get lazy and forget the 
shifter torque in low and mid RPM 
ranges. 

If you plan to get more serious with 
it, it just won't make it without some 
changes, which we talk about some in 
the following articles. The motor is a 
real, live marvel. The entire machine 
needs to have the design concept run 
through once more by all the engineers 
involved to get it right. We know you 
can do it, Honda. The motor's a 
giveaway. 


Gene Cannady's 
Modified 350

Motorcycle cop Gene Cannady 
took third overall in the 200 
mile-plus 1973 Check Chase on an 
XL 350 Honda. Modifications to 
his machine were surprisingly few 
to account for one of the highest 
overall finishes by a four-stroke in 
recent memory. 

The stock Honda rear shocks were

replaced with 13" Konis carrying 88 Ib. 
Girling springs. They are a half inch 
shorter than the regular shocks and 
bring the swingarm more parallel to the 
ground while effectively raking the 
front end out just a tad. A Barum ISDT 
6-ply tire, 4.75 size, went on the rear 
and a 3,50 X 21 Cheng Shin on the 
front. That helped a lot of things right 
away, like handling and power to the 
ground. 

The lights and accompanying wiring 
went and the smallish front fender was 
replaced with a deep scoop sand 
deflector. Engine mods that Gene will 
admit to were virtually nil. He took the 
wire mesh out of the aircleaner box and 
drilled holes in the box to permit better 
breathing. The stock Keihin carb was 
retained, though. Gene used an XL 250 
chain (which is lighter) and gas tank, 
since the latter holds a little more gas, 
surprisingly enough. The stock pipe and 
bash plate went. A Torque Engineering 
silenced pipe that wraps around the side 
resulted in a four horsepower increase 
over stock, which is no giant surprise if 
you've inspected the stock pipe. A big 
case protector was bolted on, 

Gene allowed as how it handled 
surprisingly well with no significant rear 
end hop despite the weight. He had only 
200 miles on the engine at the beginning 
of the Check Chase and the XL was 
running better at the end of the race 
than when he started. This experience 
paralleled ours with the stock test bike, 
which improved noticeably with 
break-in. 

Given that Gene Cannady is one of 
the most competent, versatile off-road 
racers around, it still seems that the XL 
can give a decent account of itself and, 
with fairly standard modifications, work 
well as a desert sled. Now, as for 
motocross... x

One curious thing about American 
Honda is that they seem to have 


the 


idea that those 


grand old 


four-strokes of the past are also 


the grand old four-strokes of the 
future. They beat the other dudes 
on the market with their “big” 
single, even if it is a 350 instead of the 
full 500 that might be. Still, there are 
few complaints with the motor itself 
amongst enduro or trailriding types who 
have ridden it. The trick is to make 
what carries the engine lighter and 
handle better. 

Steve Keull is an inveterate 
four-stroke freak. He built a 500 BSA 
single when he raced TT and Half-mile 
then, feeling the wisdom of advancing 
age, turned to enduros. The most 
reliable motor around was, you guessed 
it, the XL350. At least, it was if you 
were limiting your choices to big 
four-strokes. 

Red Line makes a frame that will fit 
the mutha so the Japanese-American 
union was begun. Then there were some 
Honda Elsinore front forks added, 
while the XL front hub was retained in 
order to drive a speedo/odometer. (The 
rationale, you'll remember, was to build 
an enduro bike.) Frankly, the Elsinore 
forks are too sensitive for the added 
weight they carry and respond to every 
piece of gravel, bump, and ripple on the 
ground. They do work better than the 
stock XL items. Three different sets of 
shocks were tried to get the right wheel 
clearance, suspend the rear end, and 
bring the swingarm parallel to the 
ground, or close enough for off-road 
work. What finally fit were 13% inch 
Curnutts and that’s what bounces up 
and down back there. 

A set of Andre’s CZ replica titanium 
bars steer the beast around and the 
regular XL350 instrument is used to tell 
how far it is to the next check. The 
critter runs on Honda rims with a 3.50 
Cheng Shin and a 4.60 Dunlop serving 
as the actual terrain interface. 

The motor itself was left virtually 
stock except for the pipe and 
carburetion. It was discovered, through 
trial and error (what the big companies 
call R&D) that a 32mm Bing centerfloat 
carb provided smooth, tractable throttle 
response for the four-banger and more 
of it. Getting the Bing to fit the 
frame-engine combination, and then 
stay on once it fit was another story. 
The current solution is to suspend the 
Bing on rubber mounts between an Alex 
Steel-made alloy airbox and a manifold 
adaptor also made up by Alex. The 
airbox is a clean, almost sculptured 
design that has room for an oiled foam 
filter and, in a separate compartment, a 
tool kit. Like to keep tools and stuff in. 

The most visually striking thing 
about the machine is the chromed alloy 
coffin tank. Alex Steel also produced 





that reservoir as a prototype for all the 
XL series Hondas. It holds over three 
gallons of the increasingly rare stuff and 
has a reversed flip-up gas cap which 
some people refer to as a competition 
type. Its capacity is impressive since the 
tank doesn't look that big. The profile is 
pleasing and unique. Steel also built the 
monster aluminum bash plate. The 
stock Honda thing doesn't make it. 


The pipe is a reverse cone megaphone 
with a giant Skyway silencer-spark 
arrestor built into it. A fellow by the 
name of E.C. Birt was responsible for 
this item. Betcha didn't know he did 
four-strokes. The problem that emerged 
with the flared pipe is its vulnerability 
to rocks in the event you should have 
the poor judgment to fall to the left. It 
might get redesigned for more tuck-in. 
So far, the pipe is a one-off design. 





The seat is adequate for track 
competition, should one engage in that 


desert and enduro stuff. Let's see, 
plastic fenders at each end, Magura alloy 
grips and the new pop in-pop out 
Magura cables for speedee-on-the-trail 
replacement, and sticky handgrips all 
relate to provide protection from the 
elements and manual control over the 
beast. 

The machine has finished everything 
it's started so far including a 600 mile 
jaunt through Baja California and is a 
stone gas to ride. Next? Make it bigger, 
of course. What is a piddly 348cc 
compared to a rock-stomping 410 or so? 
It’s less, that’s what it is. 

To get it started the first time, one 
floods the Bing and with the throttle 
closed boots the kickstarter all the way 
through. (No cheating.) The motor 
lights off within the first three kicks if 
you did it right. When it’s warmed up, 
first kick will do it if you remember it’s 
a respectable sized single and notch the 
throttle open a crack at the bottom of 
the kick arc. 

Let out the clutch, get on the 
throttle and start shifting. The motor 
gets happy around third gear and like 
most big singles, pretty soon you're 
going a lot faster than it seems. Then 
throw the Red Line frame over in the 
corner. Go ahead, throw it over farther. 
A little more. And you're through the 
turn smooth as eel snot. If, by chance, 
circumstances or whim dictate you 
should square off the corner, that works 
too. Use throttle to break the rear end 
loose, put a foot down and the machine 
comes right around to where you want 
it. The rear end goes just so far and then 
lets you know it’s out there. The 
handling is virtually faultless re. chassis, 
but the suspension lets you know when 
you land from a jump, when you hit a 
ripple, and all kinds of things you’d just 
as soon not be reminded of. 

It will go ungodly fast in a straight, 
controlled line, comparable to a regular 
two-stroke 400 motocrosser and it turns 
controllably and forgivingly. The 
suspension proves the only unsettling 
feature in what you expect to be a 
perfect bike. Well, it’s not perfect. It’s 
just very good. As a reflection of 
off-road four-stroke design that handles 
well and runs reliably, will devour 
mighty mountains in a single bound, 
and ignore bottomless mudpits, the Red 
Line Honda 350 succeeds. It wasn't 
cheap, but then neither is the end result. 
And for you lazy dudes, you hardly ever 
have to shift. 


What this moto-chassis combination does is get power to the ground.

SOOO ODDO OUO OU DOO OD 
The crooked promoter

The following is a true story of an 
honest promoter, an enthusiast 
who sought to improve the sport 
by promoting fully sanctioned and 


insured motorcycle races. And 
then turned crooked. Sound 
familiar? 

The first year, all the race 
programs were run by the AMA rule 
book. The promoter went out- and 
leased a good race track and fronted the 
earnest money for a full rider/spectator 
insurance package. 

Next came a trip to the annual AMA 
sanctioning meeting. There the 
promoter introduced himself and told 
everyone of his plans for a full year of 
racing. With the rider’s interest at heart, 
he purchased a large number of race 
sanctions and made sure that every one 
of them was a points-paying sanction. 

For the. next three months he 
travelled all over his state calling on 
dealers who were racing oriented. He 
also called on all the well-known riders 
in his state and promoted himself and 
his upcoming races. 

Well, he pulled it off because he 
became very popular with young and 
old overnight. Then came his first race 
in early spring and would you believe it 
was even on a holiday, which is death for 
most promoters. But not this one. That 
Sunday morning’s newspaper's sport 
page was full of ads of racing staged for 
that Sunday afternoon which was a first 
for the paper, race track and promoter. 

Then came the races. The stands 
were full, the pits were full and so was 
the cash box. There was an 
exceptionally large turnout of riders in 
all classes from the tiddlers to the 
terrors. 

By the end of the day the promoter, 
even after a large investment in lease, 
track preparation, insurance, ambulance 
service, law enforcement, paid sports 
coverage, plus mileage expense paid to 
all riders who resided over 100 miles 
came out with a nice net profit. He held 
fourteen more events that year at that 
same track and all were very successful. 

Now came a long winter and lots of 
time for the promoter to look back and 
review how much money he made and 
how much he spent. The profit was 
good and the expenses were high. After 
thinking on this for a long time he 
decided what the hell, the riders and the 
AMA all thought he was the best thing 
that had ever happened to racing in his 
state since gasoline. He decided that he 
could cut back on track maintenance, 
insurance and rider expenses monies and 
get away with it. He got away with it. 
Mainly because the riders liked his race 
program from the first year and so he 
coasted througly the second year on his 
first year fame. The AMA and his 
spectating crowd never knew that their 
famed and likeable promoter had 
already turned half crooked. 

The winter following his second 
successful season, the promoter once 
again looked back over his tally sheet, 
and wonder of wonders! His profit 
margin had increased while his expenses 
had declined. And nobody was the 
wiser. 

The third year, greed completely 
overcame the promoter and he decided 
to screw them all — the riders, the 
AMA, and the spectators — and make 
himself a pile of greenbacks. This is how 
he did it! He cut out all the insurance, 
all the ambulance cost (by using a GI 
cot in the back of a van) and all law 
enforcement personnel. All of these are 
"required" by the AMA and cost a great 
deal. 

The next few races went off without 
a hitch, but the rider turnout dropped 
off. No matter, the spectators kept the 
cash register ringing, not realizing they 
were getting short changed with a 





slipshod program. 

But the promoter's conscience began 
to bother him. During the three years he 
had been promoting races he had made 
many friends among the riders and their 
sponsors. It’s one thing to screw a 
stranger, but when you start shafting 
your friends.... 

Then it happened. А rider lost 
control on the poorly prepared track 
surface and crashed through the fence 
into the crowd. He took three 
spectators with him, a man, a woman 


and a child. The man spent a week in 
the hospital with head injuries. This 
event almost ended up in court. But, 
being shrewd, smart and a sharp 
business man (and he had an attorney 
that was even sharper), the matter soon 
passed over — covered up with time and 
red tape. It was close and should have 
served as a warning, but this incident 
didn't bother the promoter. He just 
went on as before, as if nothing had 
happended. 

Then, something did happen that did 
move him, bother him, something that 
changed him. In his next two races three 
riders fell due to bad track conditions 
and were injured seriously. These riders 
were the promoter's friends. Friends, not 
strangers. 

This stopped him and showed him 
that greed had made him a full time 
crook, making money at other people's 
expense. He swore to a few close friends 
that greed would never again dominate 
him. He bgan to spend the money he 
had made on the riders’ safety and 
preparing the race track. He took off 
from his regular job and worked with a 
contractor for two weeks prior to the 
next race. Together they dug up and 
completely resurfaced the entire track. 
This was very costly because after 
spending many hundreds of dollars on 
dirt work, he sunk another thousand 
dollars on oil for the track topping. He 
lost, and it was all in vain, for his next 
three races were all rained out and the 
promoter lost every penny he had spent 
on the track. 

This was in the summer of 1971 and 
he has never promoted a dirt track event 
since. 

Well, folks, you have read what I 
have told and | can state that it is all 
true. These same conditions exist all 
over the country, regardless of what city 
or state you reside in. It is good to 
know that this country does have many 
good, sincere race promoters around. 
They are mostly the ones who have 
been at it the longest. Remember please, 
the promoters, good or bad, have to 
operate their business at your expense. 
So the next time you are at your local 
race track, take a long, slow look at 
your promoter. What do you see? I am 
sure the readers of this column would 
like to know who the above-mentioned 
promoter is. I am sorry to say that the 
author of this column and that 
"crooked" promoter are one and the 
same person.

Montesa 360

Montesa 360 will go way down in 


the tums and then still give you 
the choice of changing your line 
even when you think you’re com- 
mitted. You can tighten up or let 
it slide out with control that is possible 
only from such a no-compromise 
motocross-bred racer. The Montesa is 
one very fine cornering machine. Very 
few others, if any, will outdo it in the 
turns. Both ends do what they should 
and you never know about it. 

The shocks have been moved up the 
swingarm and frame, according to latest 
practice. The production model, when it 
comes, wil probably have the same 
design and new Telescos with 150 Ib. 
springs. Their position gives a very long 
effective rear axle travel. Telescos on 
previous Montesas were too soft for 
many riders but they maintained their 
original damping properties for a full 
45-minute moto. The current design 
approach is to make them stiffer and 
still last after they get heated up. The 
correct shock is not sorted out, yet. 
Like most of the other GP bikes, almost 
everything has been tried during the 
year's suspension search. KONIs were 
run for most of the TransAMA series. 

The forks are the same as on the VR, 
i.e., good. Excellent straight line 
stability is there over rotten, hard 
bumps and whoop-de-doos. The front 
end just won't wiggle from side to side. 
Until the shocks are sorted out, the 
prototype rear end wants to kick up 





with the altered swingarm. The result is 
to put more motion into the front forks 
than they normally encounter but they 
still handle very well. The gas tank is 
very low, as on the VR, with the new 
"bean" shape proven on the '73 GP 
circuit. Your bod slides up over the tank 
and actually drops down a bit from the 
well-designed seat, which seems to have 
more effective padding than last year's 
VR. It is a very comfortable place for 
the duration of a moto even if you're 
not sitting on it all that much. 

Like most GP bikes, the front end is 
quite light in feel and responds quickly 
and predictably to weight and power 
transfer. Wicking on the throttle in any 
of the bottom three gears brings the 
front end up controllably to about 
shoulder height and it stays there, not 
coming over any further. This is 
obviously a neat thing to do when 
charging across small whoopdies, 
ripples, and other impediments to 
smooth “forward progress. On the 
Montesa, it’s also easy to do. Power to 
the ground is dependent to some extent 
on suspension and when that is 
completely sorted out, the Montesa will 
have plenty to put there. Horsepower 
has never been a problem to obtain 
from Montesa engines. It is available 
from the 360 in quantity and, 
seemingly, for reliably long periods of 
racing operation. If Montesa can 
improve even a little on the radical 
suspension for the production model, it 


wil be a very competitive and 
acceptable 500 class MXer; in fact 
incorporating more up-to-date 
technology than their competitors. The 
frame is right now. It is super stable, 
allows forgiving handling, and doesn't 
break. 

The engine has Motoplat ignition. 
Montesa is working with Motoplat to 
introduce an even more improved 
electronic sparker in their next line of 
production bikes. Gas-air mix is through 
a 34mm Bing with jetting larger than 
the 250 VR. There is a 4.50 MX Spanish 
Pirelli on the rear which is just about 
the best rubber for muddy or wet 
courses. It is acceptable but tends to 
wear fast on the hard-packed adobe of 
SoCal tracks. There is a 3.00 x 21 Pirelli 
on the front. 

There are also unbreakable fenders to 
keep the mud off the rider and a Twin 
Air filter in a still air box under the seat 
to keep it out of the engine. The Twin 
Air filter is Dutch-made of excellent 
quality, with twice the filtering surface 
of any U.S.-made air cleaner. All of the 
shoes in Europe run them because they 
seem to do a job of keeping water out 
of motor internals. 

The engine responds to a less than

half-turn throttle with enthusiasm. 
There is no power below 3000 RPM, 
but when the power comes on at 3000 
it builds to what feels like eight grand in 
a smooth, non-pipey surge. It is fairly 
torquey coming out of corners even in 
third and fourth gears and a predictable 
stump-puller in the lower two. Once it 
comes out of the corner on the power 
band it gets going fast in a hurry. 
Perhaps acceleration and corner 
handling are its strongest features 
which, thinking about it, are damn good 
features for motocross. 

There is no idle, of course, and it is 
the usual high compression “bear” to 
kick start. The distinctive flat black 
crinkle fin engine cylinder looks massive 
compared to the very small cases on the 
lower end. It looks, well, very 
“works-like” which of course is exactly 
what it is but production machines will 
be the same. A silencer is built in to the 
low pipe which is not out of the way of 
the well-tucked in leftside kickstarter, 
or offending rocks. Design of the pipe 
placement will probably change. There 
are plenty of useable horses available 
from this particular engine-pipe 
configuration. Change would be just a 
convenience item for the rider which 
the Spanish are paying more attention 
to since American buyers go for the 
easy way as on Japanese bikes. 

Ali up weight of the bike with all the 
proper fluids in it except gas is 209 Ibs. 
That is as light as you can get and still 
race legally in 500 class Grand Prix. 
With the center of gravity as low as it is, 
it feels even lighter. There have been no 
gearbox problems and no chronic engine 
breakages. When this machine starts 
coming off production lines (we hope 
not too far in the future) it will have a 
lot of motocrossers waiting for it. x

370 Suzuki R

You’ve seen dozens of pictures of 
the machines with Roger, Sylvain 
and Joel in the saddle racking up 
Grand Prix wins and, usually, 


trouncing the opposition in U.S. 
races. The bright yellow RN 
Suzuki has been more photo- 
graphed, talked about and the 
subject of more posters than any other 
motocross bike in modern times. 

The questions concerning them 
reflect the cloak of Oriental mystery 
that shrouds most Japanese R&D 
efforts. Are they really that light? Are 
they really that fast? Did the RH-73 250 
really handle as poorly as Robert 
claimed? Nobody really knew except 
the factory riders because nobody had 
ridden the bikes before. They looked 
light and it looked like the feather 
weight compromised the handling over 
rough terrain — but this was all 
supposition. 

We recently had a chance to answer 
some of the questions about the yellow 
speedsters firsthand — by riding one. The 
bike tested was very close to the bike 
that Roger DeCoster rode to his third 
consecutive 500cc World Championship 
for Suzuki. It was an RN-72 works bike 





which means it embodied the 
technology of last year’s GP machines. 
This year’s bikes were changed very 
little, if at all, except for suspension 
which was tuned to individual rider’s 
requirements. The bike we rode had 
up-do-date long travel forks and shocks 
mounted forward on the aluminum 
swingarm with KONI internals and 
Suzuki proprietary externals and 
springs. 

The 370 (actually, at 367cc, the 
smallest GP bike in the 500 class) never 
had trouble making the 209 pound FIM 
minimum and actually weighs in at less 
than 220 with some gas in it. The front 
end aviates very easily with a twist of 
the throttle to allow the rear wheel to 
get the power to the ground and do the 
dancing over the ruts. You'll often see 
Roger carry the front wheel in the air 
for the length of the start straight if the 
ground is cobby. Even a squid can 
perform this feat fairly successfully to 
keep the front end light and avoid fork 
rebound, 

Like most of the GP bikes, for some

reason the seating position seems tall in 
terms of trying to touch the ground but 
once underway (again, like the other 
bikes) the tall feeling goes away. This 
feel is probably due to the fact that the 
seat fits flush with the top of the gas 
tank so there is no hang-up to moving 
directly forward. The fast guys spend a 
lot of time up on the tank in the 
corners. 

Handling is very, very precise. You 
stick the front end into a corner and it 
goes exactly where you point it. If you 
screw up and point it where you don’t 
want to go, too bad. The RN Suzuki 
responds exactly to the directions you 
give it, good or bad, with a high degree 
of refinement. It is not skittery or 
wobbly through the turns but does have 
a very light feeling. Being used to stock 
motocrossers which are, despite their 
ov'ners' claims, a whole lot heavier, the 


lightness takes some getting used to. But 
even after slight familiarization, you can 
go faster than you really thought 
possible. Hmm, just like the Trans-AMA 
stars..sort of. The front end is very 
predictable, and holds any line giving 
good feedback to the rider whether 
sliding or tracking. 

When accelerating, the revs build 
very quickly, in part due to the small 
flywheels. The front end starts to get 
light and the rear end begins to hang out 
if you're coming out of a corner, trying 
to get sideways much as the 
much-maligned TM-400 does. But it 
goes out just so far and stays there, not 
trying to drag the rest of the bike with 
it. When you keep the gas screwed on 
(Fighting that panicky “I’m gonna have 
to buy some very expensive parts if I 
crash this” feeling.), it straightens out 
and starts making rapid progress toward 
the next corner. Since the revs built so 
fast, the engine gets into the maximum 
horsepower band quicker than on most 
other machines, You start to move once 
you’ve tapped that horsepower band. 
Actual dyno horses are a shade over 40 
DIN. The main bad reaction of the RN 
to a motocross circuit is that the rear 
end tends to hop some over cobby 
ground, but it doesn’t get out of 
control, The adverse effect of this is 
that some of the power transfer to the 
ground is lost; enough power still gets to 
the turf to go as quickly as anybody, 
except maybe for the pros for whom it 
was originally designed, wants to. The 
Suzuki design approach of quick revving 
to get in the power band quicker works 
pretty well in the hands of GP-level 
riders. It is in the hands of sportsmen 
that it gets out of hand. Roger noted 
that he tried a 45 HP machine in some 
GP’s but didn’t think the extra horses 
necessary. 

Despite its deserved reputation as a 
high revver, the 370 Suzuki pulls pretty 
well from down low. It does better than 
most and as well as a lot of bikes that 
claim low end torque as a big selling 
point. The power output clearly does 
not compare to the higher up 
horsepower but if you let the revs drop, 
it won't stall or bog. it pulls very 
cleanly at any engine speed and throttle 
response is instantaneous. 

The gearbox is flawless. There was 
never a missed shift amongst the five 
speeds, even the first time out. The box 
has a very positive feel with ratios 
spaced right for motocross. There is no 
bog between gears all the way up to 
fifth, which we admit, was used 
infrequently. It is ungodly fast up there. 
It may be the quickest corner to corner 
bike under 400cc that is built. 

Details are what you would expect: 
cleanly executed, surprisingly uncobby 
for a works bike, and correct with a 
36mm Mikuni, aluminum sidecases and 
wheel hubs laced to DID alloy rims. 
Roger prefers Trelleborg tires since they 
work acceptably on most types of 
terrain, even if not perfect for all. 
Sprockets are of negligible weight and 
drilled out. The most impressive thing 
was its reliability. It never loaded up 
and never broke. Only chain adjustment 
was required in three days in addition to 
pre-mix and lubes. First kick starts were 
the rule. Roger does it first kick when 
cold. The best thing about the bike is 
that you may be able to buy one sooner 
than you think, j

doesn’t care so long as you give it 


a little gas. It will pull out, up, and 
over with grunchy persistence like 
a big four-stroke single. Except 
that it’s a lot faster. 

About a year ago, we had a chance to 
ride Kawasaki’s then big news 
prototypes. By the time you read this, 
they should be unloading the 
production bikes derived from those 
same prototypes out of the hold of the 
Dollarshoku Maru into warehouses and 
on to dealers, Racing does improve the 
breed, and Bradley’s bike at the end of 
the year is better, for most riders, than 
it was at the end of last year. It took a 
lot of Grands Prix, the whole 
TransAMA, and some Nationals to get it 
that way but, now, with the year over, 
Kawasaki has made another step 
forward in design. Could this be 1975’s 
production motocrosser? 

The final version of the GP 450 Kaw 
is an incredibly easy bike to ride. Low 
gear is almost too low except for some 
of the tight sidehill hairpin or 
off-camber stuff. You can put it in third 
gear and go just about any place. When 
the power feels like it flattens out 
between five and six grand on the 
mental tachometer, you can wick it a 
little more and pick up some more top 
end. But it really wants to be shifted 
right along to go most rapidly. It is 
possible to use all four top gears if your 
riding is even half-fast and intelligent. 

Part of the reason the Kaw 450 is so 
easy to ride is that the chassis is quite 
stable down the rough straights and 
predictable out of corners. The current 
chassis on the 450 is the same as was 
used on the 250 Grand Prix Kawasakis 
such as Torlief Hansen’s and Olle 
Pederson's. The MX prototype has 
special design KONIs mounted up the 
swingarm and at a steep angle to the 
frame. The team lets the riders set their 
bikes up the way they like (rarer than 
you might think among factory teams) 
so Betor, Marzocchi, Kawasaki, and 
Maico front forks have all been tried by 
various Team Kawasaki racers. 

The bike has DID rims (natch), a 
lightweight semi-conical hub up front 
and a fairly standard-looking rear brake 
hub save that it's cast in magnesium. 
The left-side five speed shifter is below a 
fully exposed countershaft sprocket 
that is still tucked out of the way. This 
set-up was the rule on all the GP bikes 
ridden, and those that weren’t for that 
matter. All sprockets are drilled to save 
a couple of ounces. The GP frame is a 
double downtube full cradle that wraps 
all the way back up to the main 
backbone. There is a small subframe 
assembly to hold the shocks, seat and 
fender in place. 

On the course, the bike seems to 

/automatically get a little sideways over 
the jumps ae, too much throttle 
coming off?) but straightens right out 
with a throttle grip twist when you 
hit the ground. It sets up very nicely for 
corners, feeling very light but stable. 
The only questionable handling trait 
encountered is that the front end wants 
to go away on hard, skittery corners just 
a tad. You have to watch for it. There 
was a direct contrast to the Suzuki in 
that the rear end seemed perfectly 
predictable and tracked true. The 
Suzuki front end, on the other hand, 
would stick in the corner better with no 
hint of washout. The suspension on 
Lackey’s bike seems to eat up anything. 
It makes the hardest, cobbiest bumps 
and holes a no-sweat problem at any 
speed we were able to push it. The 
suspension and geometry also got power 


to the ground in good measures. One 
interesting note is that Jim Cooke’s and 
Peter Lamppu's Kawasakis in the 
TransAMA series just completed were 
stock KX450's. Brad tried the 
prototype 400 engine that Jim Weinert 
won on at Houston and then went back 


to the 450, preferring the power 
characteristics of the Steve 
Johnson-prepared engine. The motor, if 
it gave off thumps as an exhaust note, 
would pass for a four-stroke even with 
the 36mm Mikuni dumping in lots of 
gas-air mixture. It is one of the few dead 
serious motocrossers ever ridden that 


would also seem to be a good playbike 
due to engine tractability and stable 
handling. Reliability of the working 
components: engine, gearbox, and 
running gear seems very good. The GP 
frame also seems more crack-resistant 
than previous designs, even when pretty 
thoroughly thrashed. 

The brakes on the Kawasaki are just 
plain excellent. So were the brakes on 
the Suzuki and Montesa. It seems 
characteristic of the really dialed-in 
professional machines that they stop 
with the same positive feel and sureness 
that they go. Braking is just as 
important a part of turning low lap 
times as wicking the throttle. Feedback 
and braking action оп all three 
machines, with no twitching or rear 
wheel hop, was way above what has 
been encountered on any stock moto- 





crosser. This is one area where we hope 
the racing design carries over to the 
production line. All three also carried an 
alloy tank and heavyweight, plastic 
fenders, which seems like the safe and 
light way to go. Weight with oil is 217 Ibs. 

One other thing was common to all 
three bikes tested. If you're riding one, 
you don't have many excuses for not 
doing well..unless, of course you're 
racing against other International class 
riders on the same type of machine. 3%

The director ab the 48th ISDT says | hed ME 
do it all over again

In order to get the real flavor of 
the ISDT you should really ride 
for Six Days and 1040 miles but, 


since I. was on a short low budget 
trip, I settled for six hours and 85 miles. 
And on the back of a BMW no less! I 


admit that this may sound a little . 


strange but then where else are you 
going to get the flavor and the feel of 
the event complete with running 
commentary while someone else does 
the driving; especially when that 
someone else is Al Eames. 

The idea behind this adventure was 
formulated back in April when I first 
interviewed Al just as his involvement 
with the planning of the ISDT was 
beginning. It was then that I stated the 
desire to return to Dalton aftet the 
ISDT was over, the pressure off and 
there was a little more time to talk and 
ride. Since I was not one of the chosen 
few who had covered the ISDT the 
return to Dalton, especially in the fall, 
was something eagerly I looked forward 
to. 

New England in the fall is just.about 
the prettiest place on earth with cool 
morning giving way to deceptively warm 


afternoons before the realization that 
fall is here slips in with the night time 
shadows. Trees of russet hued leaves 
contrast with the green of the pines, the 
orange of pumpkins and the withering 
yellow corn stalks. Wood smoke cuts 
the air with a unique aroma. The eighty 
mile trip from Springfield to Dalton was 
enough to make a person forget what he 
came for, 

Upon entering Dalton the first thing 
that caught my eye were the signs in the 
various business establishment windows 
announcing the “Al and Marie Eames 
Appreciation Night”. Al explained later 
that the people of Dalton were holding 
the dinner as a way to show their 
appreciation (and maybe to show the 
enthusiasm that was lacking before the 
event). In any case the people of Dalton 
are proud that the ISDT was held there; 
perbaps a little embarrased that they 
failed to realize the magnitude of what 
was happening prior to the start, but 
extremely proud none the less. School 
children wear Six Day patches on their 
coats; cars and shop windows sport 
stickers and everyone has his or her 
personal story of a “happening” during 
the 6 days. 

Imagine if you will a rider frantically 
gesturing for a funnel; drawing 
imaginary pictures in the air that 
resemble a curvy female body or the 
shoppers who were on a clothes buying 
spree and decided to try on the 
Prospective purchases in the aisles of a 
busy store; the British gentleman who 
endured an explanation of the state 
lottery when what he really wanted was 
a lavatory and lastly the monumental 
task of the local bank that undertook

the function of currency exchange. 
Schools let classes out and often riders 
would pass through streets lined with 
flag waving children or roads.in the 
middle of nowhere that sported flag 
lined stretches. There are probably a 
thousand stories but those are typical of 
what went on. 

One thing that really impressed me 
was the display of enthusiasm that the 
townsfolk of Dalton still have; they 
show it, they speak it and to them the 
ISDT is still alive and well in the person 
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of Al Eames. Al was a well respected 
citizen before the ISDT but now he 
commands a sort of awe for putting 
Dalton on the map. 

“I think that the contact that the 
people of Dalton with the European and 
even with the spectator from other parts 
of the US was so genuine that they want 
to recall it by physically displaying their 
involvement with it. This became more 
and more evident as the week (during 
the Six Day) progressed and it is still 
evident.” 





Back at the Eames’ home Al 
unlimbered the special BMW that was 
given to him for his trail layout duties 
along with his other two wheeled 
transportation: a Hodaka and a 
Triumph thumper. I opted for the 
Hodaka since I was carrying cameras 
and it was then that Al made the 
suggestion of going double trucking on 
the blue BeeEm. A quick trial run on 
the back and I was convinced; the BMW 
was like riding in a cadillac (of course 
you had to hold on) and I felt sure that 
I would be able to walk upon returning 
from this courageous journey. What 
some people won’t go through for a 
story; Al is an astute rider and he knew 
the trails by heart but in all honesty he 
scared the hell out of me a couple of 
times especially on his favorite back 
roads where the hills peaked at about 
the same time your stomach was one 
step behind your tongue. Nothing to it. 

Al had contacted a riding buddy, Dave 
Norton, who had been a frequent helper 
during and after the ISDT to ride along 
with us and with the beautiful weather 
it was amazing that we didn’t have a 
whole caravan. I figured that I might as 
well get the big questions out of the 
way first so I could relax (relax?) and 
enjoy the scenery. 

The AMA shake-up was damaging 
enough to the membership and other 
concerned people but both Russ March 
and Don Woods were key personnel in 
the Six Days set up. “In the eyes of the 
Europeans losing Russ March (US jury 
member) and Don Woods (Clerk of 
Course) was a drastic deterioration of 
our efficiencies. I think losing Russ was 
a big mistake because Russ carried a lot 
of the organizational structure for the 
ISDT - in whatever capacity - in his 
head. A lot went with him when he left 
the AMA and consequently we were 
strongly suspect of being totally 
disorganized as a result. I think it 
affected our scoring set up because it 
brought further criticism upon us from 
the Europeans that might normally have 
been explained away.” 

We stopped at the Parc Ferme, nowthe 
sight of monthly turkey shoots, and Al 
pointed out that all there was left to 
identify the spot were a dozen or so flag 
poles stretching skyward naked in the 
Indian Summer sun. You could still 
visualize the multitude of activity that 
took place just four weeks prior; I 
wondered about the scoring snafus; “І 
think we were remiss in not putting 
together a completely independent 
back-up system of scoring - a hand 
scoring system. As far as I’m concerned 
we continued scoring as we should have 
and, with all things being equal-the 
exotic scoring system (time clocks, etc.) 
I think a good job was done. In the US 
we tend to capitalize on the 
inefficiencies of others while in Europe 
they tend to bury their mistakes to the 
point where they are not made known 
to the masses; this is one of our 
problems.” 





The sign on the dirt road/driveway, 
we had just turned onto clearly stated 
private property but, in smaller letters, 
authorized use by bikes in certain 
instances; it was a short cut to the 
power line section. The power line was 
used as a daily special test and consisted 
of about four miles of rocks and more 
rocks; I began to have second thoughts 
about the intelligence of riding double. 
We stopped to inspect some water bars 
recently constructed to prevent erosion. 
Trail restoration is the biggest 
responsibility that Al faces now that the 
event is over. 

“I don’t believe you can ever restore 
the trails completely because there are 
bikes everywhere today; most- of the 
areas used were either public ways, 
public lands or they were private lands 
that currently enjoy a certain amount of 
motorcycle activity. There were also a 
few strictly private areas. Since this is 
the fall of the year and there is no 
immediate regrowth the trails look 
worse than if it were springtime when 
an almost immediate regrowth would 
cover a lot of the tracks. Water drainage 
is the big responsibility at this time of 
year because the fall rains have the 
potential to rut trails and the spring 
run-offs as a result of melting snow do 
the same. In my opinion the damage 
from theSix Days has been minimal." 

A whir of the electric start brought 
the BeeEm to life and we played 
demolition derby and Kamikaze pilot 
over, around and through the rocky 
maze finally coming to rest atop the 
highest point of the power line in an 
area with an unparalleled view. It was an 
almost unanimous feeling among the 
riders that the trails had been well laid 
out. "I was under the impression that 
when I laid out the trails that it was a 
little too easy and there was more road in 
it than I would have liked but the riders 
felt the challenge was definitely there. 
(my own observations support this 
concíusion.) I could have increased the 
speed average in some sections since the 
police, and this is typical of Six Days 
competition, did not actively enforce 
the speed limits on the riders. It 
surprised me when some riders said it 
was more difficult in some aspects than 
Czechoslovakia.” 

Then what about the layout as a 
whole; was it interesting to the rider? 
“The terrain mix favored the rider in 
that the normal Six Day course goes 
twice around a daily route one day and 
then twice around the same route in the 
opposite direction on the next day. The 
riding becomes very ho-hum. Here the 
rider had a full day of completely 
different terrain and he didn’t come 
back to it until at least a day's break 
in between soit kept the rider on his toes 
and on guard as to what the next 
off-road section would contain.” 

“I think our facilities in all areas were 
reasonable but some of the Europeans 
thought that perhaps we were a little 
slow in getting our organization 
together. Once the week got rolling and 
everybody got shaken down in the first 
day or so then everything began to run 
smoothly. I think it was a little more 
difficult for the support and gas people 
in that they had to move around 
whereas in other years if you had a 
gas/support responsibility you stayed in 
that spot all day which was not the case 
here. Our maps were probably a little 
bit vague for support people who were 
a little on the shakey side in getting 
around. I don’t think that anyone ran 
out of gas because of that though.” 

After riding for about twenty miles it 
became increasingly apparent that there 
was so much isolated land that it 
seemed that it would have been 
extremely easy for anyone--with a little 
ingenuity--to perhaps bend the rules a 
little. However, one of the most 
surprising aspects of the ISDT were the 
rider claims of trail marshals behind 
almost every tree. Al laughed at the 
cloak of security that head marshal Ross 
Fanhauf and his marshals had created to 
combat rule infractions. ‘We did the job 
with 22 marshals. Each was assigned a 
certain rider number span (group of 
riders) to stay with so that he got used 
to their particular habits; in this way 
each marshal was watching the same 
group almost all the time and it made 
for a fairly cohesive policing action. 
There were many actions thwarted 
during the course of the week and the 
rider exchanges which I think did go on 
in some cases-some of those little 


meetings were broken up. It was a very 
satisfactory policing action from my 
standpoint. I think we kept the 
competitors pretty honest although I 
believe there was definite part changing 
once they found out how to get our 
inspection stickers off. The stickers 
were supposedly almost indestructible 
but I understand with a little heat and 
some work that they could be removed; 
I think they probably were in some 
cases." 

At about this point we had been 
riding over some back roads savoring the 
fresh smell of the pine needles that was 
mixed with the musky odor of damp 
fallen leaves; we turned onto the road 
leading to the sight of the grass track 
and slowed as we neared the last house 
before the acres of open fields. “Poli”, 
as he is known to his friends, seemed to 
be very happy for the unexpected 
company. Napoleon “Poli” Iwanowicz 
was the unofficial “Czar of the 
Grasstrack”. He, along with his brother, 
own the land where the final days test 
was held (the third such event that Al 
Eames has held on the brothers land) 
and the excitement of the event was 
“better than the World Series.” Poli led 
us up to his home--a log house built 
entirely of timber cut from his land-for 
a little nip of some home brewed cider. 
Love that apple juice. 

Our inspection of the field showed 
that the new grass planted soon after 
had quickly taken hold and that it was 
almost impossible to tell that almost 
200 bikes and a huge crowd of 
spectators had used the area. 
Unfortunately the grasstrack is probably 
a part of the ISDT that the AMA would 
like to forget. “I feel that it was an 
honest error to begin with, but it was to 
the advantage to the whole organization 
in the long run looking at it from the 
weather standpoint, the terrain 
standpoint and actually the rider 
standpoint. If the speed test had gone 
the full eight laps or twenty minutes it 
would have been boring for everyone 
under the conditions. It was (the early 
flagging was of the initial test) a definite 
mistake that the starter somehow was 
not fully aware of and neither were the 
scorers. Our scorers were hampered by 
the muddy conditions that made the 
number plates hard to see, the timers 
were in definite trouble with getting the 
correct number and time, the lap scorers 
were a little more used to scoring under 
the conditions and therefore thought 
they could work it out. In the end the 
compromise of four laps/ten minutes I 
think worked out to everyones 
advantage.” 

APs choice of trails took us over what 
he characterized as some of the areas 
that took a lot of beating and showed it 
and some that showed almost no use at 
all but were still heavily traveled. The 
ecologist and land closure are a very real 
threat to all trail riders. “I think we’ve 
got to realize that we can’t thumb our 
nose at the concerned ecologist 
regardless of who he is--he might have a 
totally warped idea of what ecology 
is--but we still have to meet him 
halfway. There are some areas that we 
are just going to have to stay out of”. 

After about fifty miles of varying 
terrain I began to get the idea of what 
the ISDT was really like but what I 
really wondered was just how the 
Czechs could dominate the event with 
seeming ease. Al’s explanation was 
simple: they're good. ‘““The Czechs don’t 
make very many mistakes and this is 
where their efficiency shows. There is a 
lot of planning that goes into the riding 
and their support; as a result they 
seldom break down. They don’t make 
errors that are costly to them; their 
organization is the key to the whole 
thing.” 

Then how do we field a better 
qualified rider in the coming years? “I 
think that standardization of the 
qualifiers is a must. A rider has to 
establish a pattern for the organization 
of himself and his riding habits; this 
relationship of the rider to the Six Days 
is the ultimate reason for the qualifier. 
A set of rules based on Six Days 
competition should be established and 
these are the rules that each and every 
qualifier should be run by. The rules 
should be standardize along with the 
method of scoring the rider and the 
method of reporting the results. This 
would be based on the simplest method 
that could be used with the minimum 
manpower available. There is always a

manpower problem at any event. The 
rules should be simple enough so that 
you could educate a person manning a 
checkpoint in a minimum amount of 
time.” 


The last thirty miles were a ball with 
single lane dirt back roads leading into a 
maze of trails that climbed hills strewn 
with remants of the ice age. I spent 
more time with my butt in the air than 
on the seat but there was only one time 
that I got off to walk over a section; 
Al’s friend Dave just kept laughing and 
riding as he followed us. A short stop 
for gas at one of the many quaint 
country stores that dot the New 
England countryside and we were ready 
to whoosh down the road back to 
Dalton in the building shadows of the 
sunset. Once back to the Eames 
residence Al and I sat down to tie up 
the loose ends before setting out to cure 
the hunger pains that come from a day 
in the woods. 


The running of the ISDT was a team 
effort brought off, to a large degree, by 
members ofthe New England Trail 
Riders Association who gave a lot of 
unselfish time in order to make the 
event a success. Ross Fanhauf, Bud Peck 
and Peter Gylfey, were key names 
mentioned along with a person who 
coordinated the entire logistical 
program for the over 150 workers and 
handled the daily trail assignments; Al’s 
wife Marie. The key to successful 
running of the event is dedicated 
personnel. “The big thing is the 
workers necessary to make it happen. I 
don’t think we have reached the point 
of being able to beat the Europeans 
with their type of organization; we can 
come close but our attitude is still not 
where their’s is and it’s partly because 
we're such a volunteer group. It would 
be interesting to see just what the 
responsibilities were of the different 
people involved in the Czech ISDT 





effort last year and how committed 
they were versus our people. Being a 
totally volunteer group 1 think our 
attitude is just a little different." 


"[ think that it could be done again 
but I think we should learn a little more 
about the ISDT and get other areas of 
the country involved in the support. 
The big thing in favor of the New 
England area was that we are small 
enough so that we are a family and we 
have progressed rapidly enough to have 
a lot of qualified people. As a result the 
organization was such that you didn't 
have to worry from day to day about 
who was going to be there. The 
responsibility of a New Englander is just 
a shade better than what I've 
experienced elsewhere--maybe this is a 
bad statement to make--but I feel that 
you have to have this sort of 
responsibility in a person if they are 
going to do a job for you." 


“There’s no glamorous job in the Six 
Days; there just isn’t. It’s all 
work-boring work- the workers were 
warned that by the middle of the week 
that it would be boring to hang around 
the checkpoints. The route marshals job 
wasn’t as boring but it was time 
consuming work and it was tough; they 
had to ride the trails and they wore 
their bikes out. They did it with the 
enthusiasm of being a part of a big 
experience and that was the reward they 
got; nothing else. I would like to see the 
ISDT come back to the US. We can do 
as good a job or better the next time; 
there’s no reason why we can’t. 


Would you do it all over again? 
“Probably. After recuperating. I’ve had 
three major events in the last eighteen 
months--the Berkshire Three Day, the 
trial ISDT qualifier and the ISDT. It’s 
been fun and it’s been real work and 
right now I'm a little tired," ze

By the time that John Huetter and 
myself had made seven or eight trips to 
the ninth floor of the Marriot Hotel, 
knocked on half the doors on that floor, 
asked all over creation for messages, and 
made about six phone calls, I was 
happily ready to call it off. We were 
about 20 minutes late for our meeting 
with perennial world road racing 
champion Giacomo Agostini and 
Yamaha's European road racing team 
manager, Rod Gould and I figured that 
we'd missed them. That didn't really 
bother me any because I'm so awful at 
conducting interviews. One or two 
minutes into the thing, I run out of 
interesting questions and tend to resort 
to the “Well, what did you have for 
lunch, Champ?” sort of query. I was 
just breathing a sigh of relief when we 
ran into them as we started for the 
door. Oh, well. 

Agostini apparently каша Т have 
minded missing us, either. He was in the 
middle of a three-continents-in- 
three-days tour, had just spent a long 
day which started at five o'clock and 
had included several meetings, a press 
conference and luncheon, and a trip to 
Buena Park to visit Yamaha. His horror 
at discovering that there were two more 
turkeys asking for half an hour of his 





time flared briefly into irritation before 
he calmed down and consented to have 
a drink with us and Gould, who is a past 
world champion himself. The following 
is what I can remember or make out 
from the tape recorder. 


AF: Why did you decide to switch 
from... 

AGO: (Indicating the tape recorder) 
You start it or...? 

AF: No, it’s recording. 

AGO: Its going? (Looks at tape 
recorder suspiciously.)

A small competition shop 
survives in the big leagues.

When Fred Hayes got out of the 
army he was stoked on enduro 
riding, and his father’s machine 
shop was the natural spot to tink- 


er with bikes. Dad was also Fred’s 
employer, and it soon became 
obvious that his son was spending 
more time working on motor- 
cycles than on government contracts. So 
they decided to open a bike shop next 
door. 

Fred picked up Saracen and then 
Maico. He sold one Saracen and the 
Maicos broke a lot. Generally 
disappointed with the lack of assistance 
he was getting from the distributors, 
Fred went to Penton in May of 1971. 
He sold quite a few of the early 100 and 
125 bikes, and though the first 
machines had several problems, Hayes 
was impressed with John Penton’s 
determination to develop a good 
product and stand behind it. 

METTCO’s prospects really improved 
when the chrome moly-framed models 
came along. Eighteen-year-old Chuck 
Bower had no problem switching from 
Maico to Penton, and he won the first 
half-dozen races he entered with the 


new bike. Fred credits Chuck with a 
large share of the responsibility for the 
success of the METTCO operation. 

With the addition of Bruce 
McDougal, a refugee from Yamaha, the 
METTCO racing family became the 
team to beat. Danny LaPorte swapped 
his Rickman ride to race for Fred’s 
shop, and later the now famous 
powderpuffer-stunt girl-photojournalist 
Marcia Holley added some feminine 
charm to the outfit. Now Chuck and 
Bruce have been lured off to the big- 
time by American Honda, but Fred 
doesn’t begrudge them their success. 
Professional motocross is now big 
business, and the chances to move up 
aren’t handed out casually. 

Fred Hayes is a good example of the 
sportsman-racer-shop owner. He’s not 
getting rich, but if all the bills are paid 
everything’s fine. The sport of 
motorcycling is more important to him 
than the business of motorcycle selling. 

Of course, with access to his father’s 
machinery, Fred has an advantage over

some shop owners. And he has an 
injection machine that puts out plastic 
mud flaps and fork guards which are 
marketed by several outside companies. 
Now the petroleum problem has cut the 
availability of raw material drastically, 
but Hayes doesn’t seem to be wringing 
his hands in grief. 

The METTCO approach, like the 
Penton attitude, is basically a “race 
what you sell" philosophy. The Pentons 
ridden by Bower and McDougal were 
not super-trick GS engines in 
featherweight frames. Using production 
engines and frames means giving away a 
few pounds and ponies, so Hayes works 
on improving the power band and 
handling characteristics. The results 
compiled by Bower, McDougal and 
LaPorte speak for themselves. 

Fred admits to using one Koba Kit in 
the much maligned Sachs gearbox, but 
insists that the right shimming and 
adjustment, plus proper shifting, is all 
that's necessary. Fred is giving to just 
shaking his head on this subject, saying, 
“If they’d just learn to shift properly.” 

We spent some time on the METTCO 
Penton at Indian Dunes, and it is for 
sure some fast motorcycle. The only 
trickery on Bower’s machine was in 
blueprinting the engine and replacing 
the chain guide and brake arm with 
items made by Fred himself. A Bassani 
pipe and a pair of Curnutt shocks 


complete the customizing. Oh yeah, 
some CZ-type handlebars. 

Like everyone else, Fred Hayes is 
worried about the current economic 
situation. But he’s not thinking about 
cashing in. “I’ll be involved as long as 
it’s legal to ride a motorcycle, and as 
long as it's fun," he said. “It’s still a 
sport." 

Without shops like METTCO, this 
sport wouldn't be nearly as much fun.

Not exactly what 
Га class a “one foot in the grave” sort 
of situation. Lots of gals are getting 
hooked on two-wheelers. 

It’s no longer considered unlady-like 
for a woman to mount a bike solo. In 
fact, where it used to be that Dad and 
the boys saddled up and took off from a 
desert camp on their motorcycles, we 
now have Moms and daughters, if not 
tagging along with the men, at least 
having their own machines to putt 
around the countryside and doing their 
own exploring. 

Like most females, I got my 
introduction to motorcycling by riding 
as a passenger sitting on the buddy seat 
behind a man. That was fifteen years 
ago, and at that time I never, never 
expected to be at the controls of what I 
then considered to be some kind of 
mysterious mechanical monster. Lots of 
fun, but still a monster. But, as in any 
habit, hobby, passion, addiction or 
whatever you want to call it, the seed 
begins to grow and before long you’re 
caught. I loved the excitement, the wind 
and fresh air that comes with riding as a 
passenger, but, as time passed, I had to 
know what it was like, alone on that 
two-wheeler and completely left to my 
own devices. So, I became a 
motorcyclist. 

As I said, the seed seemed to grow 
and. grow. Every memory I’ve had 





concerning motorcycles is a pleasurable 
one, starting with that first ride. 

I was a working mother and a 
divorcee, those fifteen years ago; feeling 
a little sorry for myself and 
disappointed with the cards life seemed 
to be dealing me. I’d been introduced to 
a young man who tried to convince me 
that the best prescription for the 
“blahs” was a pleasant afternoon ride 
on the back of his bike. After saying 
“No” several times to this persistent 
guy, I finally agreed to take a short tour 
as a passenger on his big “Harley Hog." 
That’s all it took! The ride really did 
cure the “blahs” and opened up a new 
world for me. 

It was wonderful! Other bikers 
waved to us in passing and there seemed 
to be a camaraderie in that motorcycle 
set -Pd never before experienced. We 
rode through the foothills around Los 
Angeles in shirtsleeve weather. When it 
came time for dinner, we stopped at a 
restaurant-and ordered a pizza to go. 
Picture this, if you will We're riding 
down the avenue toward home with my 
date at the controls. I have my arms 
around him from behind and I’m 
balancing a large hot pizza in a 
cardboard box in front of his chest as 
we ride. People in traffic are smiling, 
poking and pointing at us and we’re 
grinning back and having a heck of a 
good time. A great way to end my first 
motorcycle ride. Life’s card dealing was 
improving. 

From that point in time things just 
got better. My young man and I rode to 
remote corners of Southern California 
and saw places and things I'd never even 
knew existed. Motorcycle | touring 
moves at a different pace than auto 
travel. We stopped at small settlements 
in the hills and deserts and just visited 
with the country folks. Sometimes we'd 
ride to a stream or lake to fish or take 
pictures. 1 still hadn't piloted a machine 
by myself yet, but I was learning the 
feeling of freedom and the possibilities 
of these not-so-mysterious mounts. 


Next came desert exploring; still 
riding behind my man. I was amazed at 
the terrain a dirt bike could cover and in 
the process I discovered the “‘outback” 
of the California deserts. 

I bought an antiquated Honda 50cc 
machine from a man whose son had 
outgrown it. The old bike was gutless 
and none too attractive, but it provided 
training for my two sons and myself in 
the handling of a two-wheeler. 

After buzzing around and around in 
the back yard for many days (good 
thing I have nice, understanding 
neighbors) we put the little bike in the 
trunk of the car and drove out to 
Grandma and Grandpa’s house in the 
high desert near El Mirage Dry Lake. 
Between the three of us, we nearly rode 
the wheels off the tiny Honda that 
weekend. The die was cast. The wee 
black Honda 50 was only the first of 
many motorcycles to be adopted by this 
family. 

My eldest son graduated to dirt bikes 
while I chose the ever-popular Honda 
90cc trailbike to sharpen my 
motorcycle skill. It’s awkward, even a 
little embarassing, the first time a grown 
woman puts on boots, helmet, goggles 
and gloves just to ride a motorcycle 
around in front of her friends. And oh 
yes, critics. I took quite a ribbing from 
my family and comrades the first few 
times I timidly rode my wobbling little 
90 on the desert roads around camp. 
But, as my Ol’ Man, the guy who got me 
hooked on this whole business in the 
first place says, “The only way you're 
going to learn is to get lots of miles 
under your bottom. Just go out there 
and ride, then ride some more. When 
you get tired, come back and rest 
awhile, then go out again.” He was 
right; there’s no substitute for practice to 
give you confidence in your bike and 
yourself. I was learning. 

By now I was really feeling my oats 
and ready for the “big time.” I bought a 
near-new Yamaha 125cc Enduro, a 
machine that could take me any place I 
had the guts to tackle. Don’t get me 
wrong. I’m still only interested in 
trailing and exploring, not competition. 
What I mean is that my 125 has 
“stump-puller” gears and gets me into 
out-of-the-way spots that our 
four-wheel mounted brethren can't 
reach. I'd discovered the excitement of 
traveling freely under the open sky and 
an independence that not even a 
motorcyclist is able to explain to you. 
A lot of things had happened since that 
first pizza-toting ride *way back there. 

Best of all is the desert. I like all the 
months of the year, but many people 
stay ' away during the hot summer 
months. Spring is the best, with all the 
wildflowers and the carpet of green 
blooming almost instantly when nature 
adds rain to the dormant plants of the 
desert. Most observers think the growth 
of the desert is dead. Not so. It’s just 
waiting there for a little moisture to 
make it spring to life. 

I love seeing the yuccas and cactuses 
in bloom; all good subjects for my 
camera and color film. But for me, the 
most fun of all is exploring. 

Some folks may think it’s an utter 
waste of time to stop and look over an 
old stone or adobe house out in the 
wilds, but not me. I enjoy walking 
around the buildings and seeing how 
they were constructed while I conjure 
up in my mind a picture of the people 
who built the place. What were they 
like? What goals did they have? Did 
they succeed or were they forced to 
abandon their dream? This is what 
motorcycling does for me. It allows me 
the freedom to find sites like these and 
to do a certain amount of daydreaming 
myself. 

One thing I do find about the desert 
that disgusts me is what man himself has 
done to such a naturally beautiful place. 
I’m speaking of the idiots who dump 
old abandoned cars in what would 
otherwise be a lovely canyon. I find it 
very upsetting to be cruising leisurely

Warranty—right & wrong

The massive white Garbage truck 
moves ponderously down the four 


lane street overhanging 


the too 


narrow right lane running along 


the row of parked cars. It slows, 
pulls over to the painted red 
curb, and slowly backs into posi- 
tion to unload its contents. People 
walking down the street pause in 
amazement, and car drivers dodge and 
give the photographer standing 
precariously on the double yellow line 
down the middle of Colorado Blvd. 
dirty looks. “Hurry up,” he yells to the 
crew of men running towards the back 
of the truck to begin unloading, “I can’t 
stay out here forever.” 

The doors swing open, and a face 
peers out. It is Dennis O’Keefe, 
returning the Honda CB-360 he had 
bought a few days earlier to Glendale 
Honda, the place where he bought it. A 
long wooden plank slides down, and the 
Honda is unloaded...front wheel first 
with many hands grappling for a hold 
on its shiny chrome. 

The plank goes back into the truck, 
the doors are shut, and Dennis O’Keefe 
stands squinting in the bright November 


about 3500 RPM and it just stopped, 
like it was out of gas." 

“Does it have gas in it?” 

O’Keefe opens the gas cap, and sure 
enough, the tank has plenty of gas in it. 

“Will it start?” 

O'Keefe puts his foot on the 
kickstarter, and stands on it. It will not 
move. 

“No, he says, it’s locked up." 

“What will happen now?” 

“That’s up to them.” 

O’Keefe proceeded to enter the small 
dimly lit shop and got ready to raise 
hell. The man inside was very courteous 
and assured O’Keefe that if he produced 
his warrenty card everything would be 
OK. O'Keefe selected the service 
manager, Jim Reihms, as his next target. 
As his voice started going up in volume, 
Reihms politely explained to O’Keefe 
that he had no hassle with him, and 
would do all he could. Preliminary 
examination verified that the bike was 
indeed locked up, but by putting the 
bike in gear and rotating the rear wheel

sun next to his new Honda. He thanks 
the driver, and hands him a twenty 
dollar bill to cover the use of the truck. 
He looks at the driver for a moment and 
then thanks him again and hands him 
another twenty. "That's for you," he 
says. “‘They didn’t tell you about the 
extra work of unloading the thing.” 

The photographer, safely returned 
from his perch out between the busy 
lanes of traffic, walks up. ‘‘Why are you 
returning this motorcycle this way?” he 
asks O’Keefe. 

“Because it’s no good.” 

“What’s wrong with it?” 

“It’s a Honda.” 

“What happened?” 

"It quit. I was coming up to a light at

backwards, he was able to turn the 
engine over backwards for a short ways 
before it stopped again. Chances are the 
bike dropped a valve, maybe from over 
revving, maybe not. 

O'Keefe's demonstration was set off 
by the fact that Honda of Glendale 
would not pick up him and his bike 
after it broke on its maiden trip — a 
voyage from Glendale to Balboa Island, 
a distance of about 75 miles at least. 
Since the machine was delivered 
without a speedometer cable, it is 
impossible to say how far it got before 
it locked up. 

O’Keefe figured that the bike should 
have been picked up because it was 
delivered. The salesman who sold it to 
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him rode it a few miles over to his place 
of business as a favor to O'Keefe. 
Looking at his invoice, O'Keefe saw 
*$30setup and delivery" and thought 
he had been charged for delivering the 
bike those few miles. 

He also threatened to hire hundreds 
of people to demonstrate in front; of 
Glendale Honda if he was not given a 
new engine. He insisted that he bought a 
new bike, and did not want a rebuilt 
engine. He figured that the bike had 
seized from incorrect sizing of the rings 
during assembly, and was very careful to 
point out (over and over) that the bike 
had not made any unusual noise before 
it broke. As he did, his friend muttered 
to no one in particular “I told him he 
should have bought a Harley." When it 
was pointed out that the photographer 
present had put 40,000 miles on a 
Honda 450 without unreasonable work 
required, the friend insisted that he had 
owned several Hondas and they were all 
worthless, except the word he used only 
contained four letters. 

According to American Honda 
headquarters in Gardena, O'Keefe had 
never contacted them. O'Keefe claims 
he called American Honda at a number 
information gave him at 2:00 p.m. the 
day before, but no one answered. Past 
experience with Honda indicates that 
such an occurance is very unusual. We at 
Cycle News have never found the Honda 
switchboard unmanned. 

When asked why he did not continue 
to attempt to contact American Honda, 
O'Keefe said nothing, but his buddy 
said “Well, he didn't buy it at American 
Honda, he bought it at Glendale 
Honda." Incidently, American Honda 
distributes Hondas in this country, and 
is not a retail outlet. 

At this writing, it is very uncertain 
what will happen in the strange saga of 
O’Keefe’s wilted Honda 360. Two things 
are certain, though — Jim Reihms did 
not deserve all the flak he got from 
O'Keefe, who described himself as “A 
hard headed son of a bitch," and 
O’Keefe did not deserve the hassle he 
has put himself into over the repair or 
replacement of a broken motorcycle. 

What other ways could be utilized to 
obtain satisfaction on a warrenty claim? 
Take the example of Karl Drews, from 
Corona del Mar, and a student at USC. 
Drews purchased a new Honda 450 and 
was very careful to not exceed the 
recommended break in red-line for the 
first 1000 miles. After he had enough 
miles on it, he took off for a two 
thousand mile tour. 

A few weeks after he returned, his 
bike developed a lower end knock. It 
was the death knell of the crankshaft. 
It is highly unusual for a crankshaft to 
go badon a Honda 450, even though the 
bike by this time had 6,000 miles on it. 
Karl returned to the dealer where he 
bought the bike and explained his 
problem. When the dealer proved 
unwilling to do anything about the 
matter, because the 4,000 mile warrenty 
had expired, Karl rode down to 
American Honda and explained his 
problem to the customer service 
department. They told him just what to 
do. 

Following the instructions he 
received, he took the bike to another 
dealer and had the matter checked out. 
The crank was faulty, and Honda paid 
not only for a new crank but labor to 
install it as well. 

Drews had no problem with trying to 
pressure the dealer with bizarre 
demonstrations, and had his bike back 
and running fine with a minimum of 
hassle. 

Obviously, if you run up against a 
problem with your new bike, there are 
many ways you can handle it. Any way 
you try to obtain satisfaction may work 
in the proper situation. But the method 
proven most succesful in obtaining 
results is simply to explain your 
problem rationally to the right people. 
In this case, those people would be 
American Honda, reachable at 
213/321-8680, Ext. 261. 

Of course, if you don’t have a 
legitimate gripe, then yelling and 
screaming and bizarre occurances are all 

‘you have, just like the dude who 
crashed because his two stroke locked 
up and dumped him in a turn due to a 
total lack*of oil. But if your gripe or 
breakage is one that really deserves 
some attention, try the system Karl 
Drews used. You might like the results.

down a Joshua tree lined roadway and 
to see off to the side of the road an old 
wrecked automobile, usually lying on its 
top, and shot full of bullet holes. All I 
can figure to myself is that the fool who 
deposited that eyesore must have 
thought it would evaporate once he had 
left it there. We hear a lot of criticism 
about bikes in the desert, but I don’t 
know of one motorcycle that can carry 
a car hulk out among the Joshua trees 
and dump it. 

Anyway, most of what I find is 
super. Quiet and peace; long, lonely 
distances and best of all, few people and 
no telephones. All that city stuff is left 
behind when I get on my bike and 
cruise the back roads of old forgotten 
ranches, abandoned gold diggings and 
towns that were short-lived and then 
died.

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‘The Snowjob

The Snowjob 





is part motorcycle, 


part snowmobile, but it’s different 
from both. To comer with your 
bike you lean into the curve, turn 


the handlebars the opposite way, 
and keep the throttle on, all at the 
delicate balance point that keeps 
the centrifugal force more or less 
balanced by gravity. When you want to 
corner on the Snowjob you stand up, 
lean the bike into the curve, put your 
weight on the opposite side to dig in the 
track on that side, turn your handlebars 
the same way you want to turn, and 
lean forward to dig that front ski into 
the snow. It takes getting used to. 

Last winter, in the mountains of 
Lake Tahoe, Brad Lackey climbed on 
this machine powered by a Norton 
Commando. He kicked the Norton into 
life, looking the machine over briefly as 
someone examined the cornering 
procedure. Brad twisted the throttle, 
dropped the clutch, flew off the snow 
jump and split for the big meadow. For 
15 minutes he felt out the machine; 
standing, leaning, turning, keeping the 
snow flying. He came back then, 
laughing a lot, and enthused about this 
new machine, 

Later we went into the wooded area 
and found a few nice snow jumps. We 
had three machines; one with a Honda 
450, another with the Norton, and the 
third using a Suzuki 500. Brad really 
showed his professional ability here. He 
was having fun. Drek Hine, inventor and 
developer of the Snowjob, has been 
riding the Snowjob through the three 
prototypes he’s built and tested over the 
past four years. Brad had been on the 
machine less than an hour. They flew 
off the snow jumps, slalomed among 
trees at incredible speeds, sometimes 
following each other, sometimes side by 
side. The Honda and the Norton outfits 
both got a real workout. 

Mounting a motorcycle on the 
Snowjob is about a half day's job. The 
bike frame is fitted on the Snówjob's 
swivel beam, which provides the 
capability to lean the bike from side to 
side. The swivel beam is attached to the 
forward frame, while at the rear it ends 


in a constant velocity universal joint. 
The cbain attaches from the bike to a 
sprocket on the side of the universal 
joint that leans with the bike. Through 
the universal joint, the power is 
transferred to another sprocket with a 
short chain that drives the rear axle. A 
disc brake is included in the housing of 
the universal joint. 

The basic Snowjob unit includes the 
fiberglass body, drive train, swivel beam, 
tracks, and the front ski and fork 
extender. The adapter kit contains all 
the special parts needed to mount your 
particular bike to the Snowjob. Kits for 
Honda, BSA, Suzuki, Kawasaki, 
Triumph and Yamaha, 250cc and up, 
are available from stock. 

The Snowjob offers the summer 
street-biker a way to ride all winter as 
well. It can also be for the snowmobile 
enthusiast when he's tired of staying 
within the tip angle of his machine. And 
who knows, he might get to liking bikes 
enough to take it off in the spring and 
ride it all summer on the highway. X

Slow Down 

I've heard a lot of complaints lately 
about some “hot shoes” on the easy 
first loop of the family enduros. It 
seems some ill-mannered individuals are 
knocking women and kids off the trails 
in their eagerness to pass them. There is 
going to be concentrated effort to 
educate (one way or the other) the 
riders to slow down, pass safely, and use 
a little courtesy. No trophy is worth an 
injury to another rider. We have a lot 
of beginners (our wives and kids) out 
there trying their best so have a little 
patience and the sport will be a lot more 
fun. 

Gas It 

With the increasingly tough gas 
‘shortages ahead, the upcoming enduro 
season is somewhat unclear at this 
point. If you are heading out for the 
weekend 1 would strongly recommend 
filling up with gas as close to the enduro 
site as possible on Friday or Saturday at 
the latest, We went to the CRC Santa 
Claus Enduro recently and all the 
stations in the Lucerne Valley were 
closed on Friday night and Sunday so 
don't come out unless you have enough 
gas to get you home. If you plan on 
hauling extra gas in cans be forewarned 
that it is a dangerous practice in case of 
an accident. Those five gallon cans go 
off like bombs. Saddle tanks seem like a 
better idea. 

Interesting enough, I talked to a lot 
of riders and they all had the 
determination to get out to the desert if 
it was at all possible. Everyone seemed 
to have plans to double up or stockpile 
ration stamps from friends, relatives, 
etc. if it comes to that. 


Lock Up 

I found out the hard way at 
Barstow-to-Vegas that one rim lock on 
the rear tire is not enough if you have to 
ride a long ways. Install two to keep the 
tire on the rim. You can ride it flat but 
if it does come off the rims it’s all over. 
Also, two -rim locks will insure you 
won’t spin a tube. It can happen with 
one. 
Cuss It 

Speaking of rim locks, I went down 
to a Honda dealer to buy a couple of 
Honda locks since they are special for 
D.I.D. rims and was rudely shocked 
when I found out they listed for $5.65 
apiece!! What a ripoff!! $5.65 for a 
blankity-blank-cuss-cuss rim lock?? You 
can get one for a couple of bucks at any 
accessory store but it seems the D.I.D. 
rim is shaped a little different and you 
are taking a chance running anything 
but the Honda locks.

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BCA Grand Prix

VALENCIA, CAL., DEC. 2 
With 267 riders, (45 of whom 
were. professional racers) ready for 
action, popular grand prix-style 
competition returned today to the 
Indian Dunes Park near Saugus. 
Running under sanction of 
BCA, the large group rolled onto a 
freshly cut three mile circuit uti- 
lizing better sections of the park's 
existing Shadow Glen motocross track. 
It was a course that was quite muddy 
from heavy rainfal in the area on 
Saturday, and required almost constant 
work (right up 'til ten minutes before 
first post time) to prepare and get in 
proper shape for the day's series of 
45-minute divisional combats. With the 
exception of a few deep water crossings 
(somewhat resembling miniature Castaic 
Lakes), it was a course enjoyed by the 
majority of contestants. 


A 53-rider group of Novices in the 
250 class was responsible for much of 
the early fireworks, when they 
attempted to design a raceway all their 
own. Upon reaching the end of a long 
and sandy front straightaway, this crew 
of mid-bore tyros decided it would be 
more fun if they just continued right on 
straight ahead in a full-throttle drag 
race...instead of banking into a 
right-hand sweeper. 


With the first rider to reach the end 
of the front chute (nobody seems to 
know who it was) going right on 
through the marking banners, the whole 
pack, howling directly behind him, 
followed. They had almost reached park 
boundaries when somebody decided that 
there was little room in which to shut 
off for an abrupt stop. 


The black flag came out for five 
riders who had made the proper move 
and were still racing on the right course. 
Then, five minutes later, the errants 
returned for a fresh start. Talk about a 
muddle of confusion! 

Safely underway this time around

After 
grabbing an immediate lead from the 
starting line, Raiche, who is currently 
leading the 1973 lightweight point 
standings at the park, continued to 
extend his front-running margin. His 
lead at the final flag was quite close to a 
full lap on the entire field. 

Bruce Johnson (Yam), following 
hard-fought grind with Larry Robedoux 
and Randy Meechan was declared 
overall winner against a wild group of 
Open Novices. 

In the final event for all displacement 
divisions of Experts, winners were Eddie 
Cole (125 Pen), Tracy Oswell (250 Hon) 
and Rick Shirey, making an unexpected 
comeback on a Yamaha in the Open 
class.

Honda MR-50 & Suzuki TM-75

Both Honda and Suzuki 


have 


brought out new minicycles to

Christmas. The Honda MR 50 is 


designed as a first bike in the 4-8 
year old age ground while the 
Suzuki TM 75 falls into the next 
group up, 8-12 year olds. 

Honda Elsinore MR 50 

Again Honda has introduced a two 
stroke bike in direct competition with a 
Honda 4 stroke, in this case the Z-50 
Mini Trail. However the Mini Trail is 
considered a minibike while the MR 50 
is a minicycle; there is a difference. 
Honda hopes to cash in on the Elsinore 
boom by styling the bike after its big 
brothers, the CR 125 and the CR 250. 
` The styling of the littlest Elsinore is 
at first glance a shrunken version of the 
bigger bikes. But at close range the 
differences are apparent. The single 
backbone frame with no downtubes is 
the biggest change, but due to the 
overall styling, it’s not that noticeable. 
Only a flimsy skidplate protects the 
engine and the side cases are totally 
without protection. 

The gas tank holds .66 gallon of 25:1 
Premix and the styling is pure Elsinore, 
very well done. I was surprised that no 
injector is fitted, but Honda apparently 
feels this bike is a trainer for motocross 
and motocrossers aren’t injected. The 
little 49cc piston port two stroke is 
strong for its displacement but is 
handicapped by a 3 speed gearbox. 
However for a young beginner it’s ok, 
and will keep him out of trouble by 
keeping the top speed down. Also the 
throttle has adjustable stops allowing 
Dad to dial in how much throttle Junior 
can handle. Very good idea. The quiet 
exhaust system tucks in under the seat 
extremely well. The spark arrestor 
muffler is a big can with a stinger 
exiting under the rear fender. The 
serrated foot pegs look like they came 
right off a bigger Elsinore, while the 
grips and levers are shrunk a little but 
are very similar to the Elsinores also. 
Another difference from the bigger 
brothers is the use of a rear brake rod 
instead of the cable Honda usually uses. 

At a very light 94 Ibs the bike is easy 
for a youngster to handle and seems to 


be balanced very well. Test rider Ronnie 
Cassell was fitted more to the Suzuki 
due to his size but had a ball on the 
Honda. The 12 inch rear tire and the 14 
inch front come equipped with 
knobbies so you won’t have the extra 
expense of changing tires. The forks and 
shocks work well for a small bike and 
the shocks have a unique dust shield 
built in which should protect the seals 
well. Honda has included their usual 
pff-on-off kill switch which some people 
like and some don’t. 

The only thing I didn’t like about the 
engine was that the left side mag cover 
is a pop, off cover with no screws or 
bolts holding it on. A rubber seals keeps 
the dirt out but I wonder if the cover is 
going to be vulnerable to popping off in 
a crash. 

At a $349 list price Honda is going to 
sell a lot of these bikes. Especially to 
Elsinore owners who won't be able to

Part one 


By Geoffrey Wood 
The modem motorcycle is a me- 
chanical masterpiece. Sophisti- 


cated, reliable and capable of ter- 
rific performance, the contem- 
porary motorcycle is a superb 
example of the designer’s art. It 
has not always been that way, of 
course, since way back in the early 
days of motorcycling the bikes were 
primitive and unreliable propositions 
with mediocre performance. A 
multitude of technical improvements 
have made the motorbike what it is 
today. 

In studying the history of the 
motorcycle and how it has evolved, it 
becomes apparent that racing and 
competition have had much to do with 
the perfection of the breed. Racing 
progress has been motorcycle progress, 
an axiom that is still with us today. 

Another element in the evolution of 


‚фе motorcycle is that the original 


inventor is not always the one who 
made an idea click. The really important 
person or company is the one who 
proved it could work. In the history of 
the motorcycle there are few ideas that 
have not been tried by some obscure 
designer in the dim dark past, and it was 
not until someone proved the idea to 
the world that it was here to stay. 

In this, the first of two chapters, we 
will present some of the major 
inventions that have helped make the 
motorcycle what it is today, and in the 
second chapter we will present some of 
the less noticeable but equally 
important milestones of progress. 

Perhaps the best place to begin is 
with the engine, which way back in the 
early days of the century was either a 
side-valve design or the 
inlet-over-exhaust type. Having the 
ports in the block naturally restricted 
the “breathing” of the engine as well as 
causing a great deal of heat and 
distortion problems, so it was only 
natural that many minds were working 
to overcome these limitations. 
Side-valve engines transferred too much 
heat into the engine, and their 
performance naturally suffered. 

During the 1910-1920 era many new 
OHV designs were tried, some of which 
were as good as the best of the 
side-valve models. Out of all this work 
there emerged one engine that was 
clearly superior, the 1920 AJS 350cc 
single. 

The new AJS featured pushrod 
operated valves, which were set at a 
90-degree angle to each other, 
employing rocker arms. With a 
hemispherical combustion chamber, the 
advantages were space for larger valves, 
improved gas flow through the ports 


and a short exhaust port that kept heat 
from being absorbed into the head. 

The new AJS single was a smashing 
success, winning the 1920, ‘21, and ‘22 
Junior TT races in the Isle of Man as 
well as a victory at record speed in the 
1921 Senior TT. This achievement with 
only 350cc is the only time such a feat 
has ever been accomplished, which 
shows just how ipe opes this new design 


really ngle can thus be 
called the the modern) ORV 
engine. 

The next milestone in engine 


development occurred in 1926 when the 
Velocette concern garnered the Junior 


PE trophy at record speed. The new 


single had an overhead camshaft head, 
and it was the first TT win by this type 
of design. The valves were operated by 
short rockers, with a vertical shaft and 
two pairs of bevel gears driving the 
camshaft. The advantage was a more 
reliable engine capable of higher RPM. 

The Velocette singles were steadily 
developed, with more TT wins in 1928, 
*29, and after the war їп 1947, “48, апа 
*49. The company also dominated the 
350cc class of grand prix racing from 
the late 1920s to 1951, at which time 
the factory lost interest in racing. The 
1926 Velo was thus the father of many 
superb OHC engines since that day, 
which all display the virtue of reliability 
at high engine speeds. 

Another milestone in OHC design 
was the 1937 Norton works singles, 
which featured a double cam design that 
dispensed with the rocker arms and thus 
lightened the valve gear even more. This 
practice has been used on virtually all 
racing engines since that time, and then 
in 1966 Honda became the first to use 
the idea on a roadster engine with the 
introduction on the 450cc DOHC twin. 

The other half of the engine 
development story is more recent but 
also more dramatic. Up until the 1930s 
the two-stroke design was considered to 
be a very inferior proposition used only 
in inexpensive utility bikes that had a 
mediocre performance. 

The German DKW concern was 
struggling with the two-stroke then, 
both in roadster and racer form. The 
racers weren’t very successful, mainly 
because the raised edge on the piston 
crown distorted when it heated, with 
the result that the piston would freeze 
up in the bore. The answer came in 
1934 when Dr. Schnurle invented his 
loop scavenging design in which the 
transfer ports were located near the 
front of the cylinder and inclined 
upwards. This piston crown was left 
nearly flat, so that the incoming fuel 
charge could cross the piston crown, 
travel up the back walls of the cylinder, 
over the top of the combustion 
chamber, and then down the front wall 
and out the exhaust port. 

The advantages were a flat piston 
crown that expanded evenly and did not 
freeze up, less fuel charge lost out the

exhaust port, and less tendency to foul 
spark plugs. DKW applied this theory to 
their 1935 250cc grand prix bike with 
great success, winning the European 
Championship from then until the war 
halted all racing. 

These “Deeks” also had a piston 
compressor and water cooling, along 
with a reed valve. In 1936 the reed valve 
was dropped in favor of a rotary valve, 
and then in 1939 the piston pump was 
dropped in favor of a rotary 
supercharger. 

After the war supercharging was not 
allowed, so once again DKW had to 
develop a two-stroke racer that could 
win, In the middle 1950’s their 350cc 
“three” reached 145 MPH, with this 
model having the first crude 
expansion-box exhaust system. Walter 
Kaaden at the MZ works then took over 
and staggered the world with the speed 
he obtained from his 125 and 250cc 


two-strokes with rotary valves and 
highly developed expansion-box 
exhausts. 


Then came the Japanese, who have 
perfected such things as pressure oiling 
to the lower end, more cylinders, water 
cooling, and disc valves on even their 
roadsters. More research has gone into 
the Kaaden idea of adding extra transfer 
ports, which has helped lubricate the 
wrist pin bearing as well as add even 
more power to the engine. 

Transmitting the power is another 
area where great progress has occurred. 
In the early days this was accomplished 
with a single speed belt. Next came a 
clutch, but it was left to the American 
Indian to really get the show on the 
road. Indian won the Isle of Man in 
1911 with a two-speed countershaft 
gearbox with all-chain drive, and this 
idea soon swept the whole industry. In 
the 1920’s the rage was a three-speed 
box, and then came Velocette’s famous 
positive-stop foot shift on their works 
racers in 1928 that did away with the 


slow and clumsy hand shift. In 1930 
Rudge swept the Isle of Man with their 
four-speed racers, and then in the early 
1950's Moto Guzzi showed the world 
what a five-speed 250cc single could do. 
During the 1960's the racers began 
appearing with eight to 12-speed boxes, 
with much of this rubbing off on new 
roadsters with boxes up to six and even 
eight-speeds. 

Another area where progress was 
painfully slow was in suspension systems. 
Up until the middle 1930's the rigid 
frame and girder front fork were 
accepted practice, which combined for a 
bone-jarring ride. Then came the 1935 
Senior TT win by Guzzi with their 
wide-angle twin which had a 
pivoted-fork rear suspension, which 
motivated everyone into designing some 
type of rear suspension. The most 
significant was the swinging-arm frame 
on the 1936 Velocette works racers and 
then the 1939 replica 350cc KTT. BMW 
worked on the front end with success, 
with their 1936 racers appearing with a 
modern telescopic front fork. 

Getting stopped in time was also an 
area that road racers have benefited 
roadsters, with the internal expanding 
brake doing away with the caliper 
brakes in the early 1920’s. Brakes got 
much larger and air scooped in the late 
1930’s, and then in 1948 Norton came 
out with twin leading shoe front brakes 
on their racers, followed by BMW using 
the idea a few years later on -their 
roadsters. 

Despite these significant inventions 
that were proven on racing bikes, there 
are still those who say that racing does 
not improve the breed. History proves 
differently. In the next chapter we will 
present many more significant but less 
obvious improvements to motorcycle 
design through the years, once again 
showing how racing has had a mighty 
hand in how the motorbike has evolved 
since the turn of this century. x

strongly suspect that this was closer to 
what he originally intended, and that as 
the difficulty of such a project increased 
(as its marketability decreased), 
author turned out a generalized 
handbook on modern motorcycling. 

Regardless of how it came to be, the 
book should serve an important 
function. In fact either or both of the 
books mentioned here would make 
good gifts for those turkeys in the 
family who still think of motorcycling 
as some demented form of anti-social 
behavior, or for that knothead on the 
city council who considers a motorcycle 
park a breeding ground for anarchy, or 
for the town constable with hateful urge 
to hassle every biker he sees. 

For that reason it's encouraging to 
discover biker-writers who bring 
enthusiasm and ability to the task of 
presenting their view of the sport to the 
public. And now there should be many 
uninitiated folks out there who are 
considering more economical forms of 
transportation or recreation, it’s a good 
time to offer them some tangible 
information on motorcycling. 

Hardcover books themselves are one 
sign of the increasing public acceptance 
of motorcycles. Publishers don’t often 
take chances on limited-interest books if 
there appears to be only a handful of 
potential readers. The books of 
Schneiders and Gutkind will no doubt 
signal the appearance of more serious 
works on the evolving drama of 
motorcycledom, and it’s about time. x

Going Dutch 


I have, through the years, watched 
our Americans, who аге now top 
professional riders, work from the 
bottom when all they received was 
trophies. Now they are sponsored by 
factories, dealers, etc. 

I have a few questions to ask of 
AMA, and you, the fans, spectators, and 
public. 

One: Why did AMA allow a Dutch 
citizen to stay in this country and ride 
with our American boys for National 
points, National points money, and our 
National number one plate? 

Two: Why does the press refer to 
him as an American? Haven't they been 
informed of his citizen status? 

Three: Why did AMA not inform all 
the riders and members that this 
European would be riding for National 
points, money, and number one plate? 
As members of this club we are entitled 
to know about such important 
decisions. After all, AMA is our club; 
without us there would be no AMA. 

Four: How will this Dutch citizen 
defend the number one plate in 1974 
now that AMA has ruled that all 
National riders for National points, 
money, and number one plate must 
hold proof of U.S. Citizenship? The 
time element to become a U.S. citizen is 
five years of living in this country on a 
Permanent Residence Visa before 
application for citizenship can be filed. 
One cannot live on a temporary work 
permit, such as all European riders 
receive to enter this country to race. 
This permit has an expiration date, so 
who pulled who’s strings to keep one 
European here in USA since Sept. 
1972? How can (one) 1 rider be right 
and 3,999 be so wrong? 

Lest ye forget the meaning of the 
word National.

Pieree Karsmakers (obviously the 
European in question) wasn’t right or 
wrong; he was just faster, and by the 
AMA rules he was entitled to race 
National events when he bought a 
National license. The rules have since 
been amended after it was relized that 
them bad old Yurpeens could come over 
and cherry-pick. We referred to “Рае” 
as first American, tongue in check, the 
same way we referred to Jim Pomoeroy 
as "that European kid". Both Yamaha 
and Karsmakers (who wasn't considered 
a top European at the beginning of the 
season) were well within their moral and 
legal rights. There just weren't any 
rider-bike combinations from this side 
of the world that had the ability and 
determination to beat Pierre and his 
Yamahas. 

We don't hear anybody whining 
about Canadian Yvon DuHamel, 
Englishman Paul Smart, Finn Jarno 
Saarinen, or New Zealander Geoff Perry 
winning a bunch of American National 
Championship road races and a bunch 
of American bucks. That's probably 
because American riders in these events 
are capable of beating the foreign 
go-faster sometimes, and they've gotten 
that way partially by having to compete 
with the non-nationals... Ed.

I read your article on the Cycle Expo 
show in the December 11 issue, and 
thought it might be good to clarify a 
couple of things you said. 


First, the Benelli Six will be 
produced in Italy. DeTomaso had 
threatened to move his factories to 
France if the Italian government 
allowed Honda to manufacture in 
Italy. The Italian government 
subsequently denied such permission to 
Honda in view of this threatened move. 

As for the “dummy cylinders” on 
the 750, I suggest you speak with Joe 
Rottigni, our Technical Manager, who 
has just returned from the Benelli 
factory, where he rode. both the 500 
Four and 750 Six. We would invite you, 
too, to ride it if you have any occasion 
to be in Italy. It is truly a sensational 
motorcycle, 

You must remember that this 
machine has progressed very quickly 
from drawing board to prototype to 
finished machine. For this reason, the 
show model you saw may not have been 
entirely functional. We can assure you, 
first hand, that it is a real motorcycle, 
possessing excellent performance, 
handling, and style. Benelli’s claim for 
delivery in four months is entirely 
realistic. Under DeTomaso’s guidance, 
Benelli has tremendously improved both 
manufacturing facilities and schedules. 
We invite you to road test the 750 when 
we receive our initial shipment this 
spring. 

We hope this will clear up any 
questions you or your readers may have 
regarding this soon to be landmark in 
motorcycling.

resist having a bike “‘just like Daddy’s” 
for his kid. 
Suzuki TM 75 

The Suzuki TM 75 is also styled after 
its bigger brothers, the TM 250 and TM 
400. It’s a nice looking package in 
Suzuki yellow with black striping. The 
TM 75 is bigger than the MR 50, more 
in line with the Yamaha 80, Honda XR 
75, etc. This is where it’s going to 
compete. 

In stock form it’s not really a go fast 
racer but has the potential for much 
more. A rotary valve two stroke propels 
the TM 75 rather well. The bike has 
good low end and is easy to ride. The 
four speed transmission shifts easily and 
has the conventional shift pattern 
1-N-2-3-4. The bike comes equipped 
with Suzuki’s oil injection which saves 
the hassle of pre-mixing. Serious racers 
will no doubt strip the injection. The oil 
reservoir holds enough oil to go through 
five tanks of gas before refilling. 

The silenced exhaust system was very 
quiet but allowed a lot of two stroke 
goo to dribble out all over the swing 
arm. The bike handled well in the 
limited area we had to ride in. Ronnie 
couldn't get it out of shape and had a 
ball sliding it. The TM 75 also comes 
‘with knobbies which helps in the 
traction and handling department. 

While playing trials rider, it became 
apparent that Suzuki designed the 
footpeg support rather poorly. Another 
two inches of ground clearance could 
easily be gained with a better design. 
The bike comes equipped with number 
plates just like the bigger Suzukis and 
they add a racy appearance. 

The wide rotary valve engine is 
vulnerable to rocks and the front 
downtubes look like they were added

on as an afterthought; they are, bolted 
on. 

The seat is very comfortable and 
should help keep the mini rider from 
getting tired, Add a speedometer and a 
skid plate and this bike would be right 
at home in a family enduro. 

The TM 75 lists for $399 and will be 
very competitive in the minicycle 
market. It’s not a full fledged racer but 
is a good, solid, and dependable bike 
with potential to go racing (with 
modifications). In this respect it’s just 
like it’s bigger brothers. ; 
Thanks
